I aduentured 
40 paſſe thorow many unk1 onn King- 
domes and Cities cue ,t, Land: of all 
which,F haue( tomy plain vnderſtin- 
ding ) made a particular and ſaithfull 
diſcuuery : Protefling to your Ho- 
nor that in all my traueli ana(almoſt

incredible dangers) I haue Seere ex- 
preſt no mere then I haue direttly ſeen, 
and to my great ſufferance and dith- 
cultie ꝓrooued. Pardon, I intre:t your 
Lordſhip, thu my preſumption, in ſe- 
lefing you the noble and worthy Pa- 
tron, 10 ſo rude a diſcourſe, whoſe ſim- 
pleneſſe nonely excuſed in the Truth. 
That granted, [ſhall thinke my ſelfe 
moſt comforted after al my precedent 
Hazards, that your Honor will but 
daine to accept of this report.

Heere thou maieſt ſafely and 
withou: danger ſee that, which hath coſt 
me many atedious and weary ſtep; many 
a cold and c omfortleſſe lodging; and ma- 
ny a thin and hungry meale. I publiſh not 
theſe my Aduentures in any pride or Arro- 
gancie : But thinke, I ſhould prooue in. 
gratefull ro my preſe tuet, not to let the 
world know his miraculous power, in ſafe 
gardingme beyond mine owne hope or 
mans Imagination. The report of theſe my 
perils are freely thine, mine hath onely been 
the dangers and ſuffcrance. Beethou as 
well.pleaſed with my faithfull diſcouery : 
asl am contented with my hard aud painc- 
ful Pilgrimage.

Rontatetr Cove 
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Engliſhman, that (being caſt away in the 
Go called the Aſſention in Cambaya 
the fartheſt part of the EA Indies) Tra- 
uelled by Lafid through many vn- 
known _ and great 
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De 14. dapof March, 1607. wee 
came mto the Downes, aud 
there ancozed againſt Deale, as 
bout 3. miles from Sandwich, 
(* whers we Faied vntill the 25. 
day of the ſame moneth, being 
by computation the firſt dap of 
the yeerc, 1608. vpon which dap, 
about fourc of the clock in the 


mozning, we waighed anco; and paſt by Douer, bcy 
twerne toꝛœ and foure of the clocke in the aftcrnone, 

without any ſtaying. but giuing them notice with 2. 

peeces of O2dinance ot dur paſſing by, and ſo paſſed 
fo:wards ſome tha leagues, and then by a contrary 
winde we were dꝛiuen backt againe into Dover roade 
where we ancoꝛed and ſtaied till ftue of the chocke in 
the moꝛning. being the twenty fire dap of March. and 
then weighing anco2, we ſailed ſome th: leagues, 
when the winde contrarving conſtrained vs againe to 


caſt ancoz vntill the 27. day in the moznig about ſc» 
42S uon 
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uen oz eight of the clocke,and then hauing a faire gale 
of winde, we ſailed to Plim outh, where we arrived the 
29. day between tenne and eleuen of the clot ke in the 
fozenone, where we ſtaied till the thirtie one dap of 
March. And then daumg a faire gate of winde, wee 
waighed ancoz and failed vntill wee came in ſight of 
an Jland called the Saluages, on Sunday bring the 
tenth day of Aprill, being abaut five hundzed leagues 
from Plimouth, and ſtill ſailed fozwards vntill the 
nert moming, that we came within Cght of the grand 
Canaries, which belong to the Spaniard. And vpon 
the twelfth dav of Apzill, about eight oz nine of the 
clocke in the night we ancozed,and diſcharged a peece 
of Oꝛdinan ce, fo; a boat to come aboard, but tond cf 
fect : Foz befoze our artuall in the road, there was a 
ramo; of twelue ſaile of Flemmings that were coming 
that wap, to no good intent (as the Spaniards afters 
ward told vs) ts be ſome of thoſe Flemmings that had 
oucrrunne the reſt, where upon they ſent vp into the 
Countrep foz ont hund;zed and ffty hoſe and fot 03 
moze, fo; their defence and ſafegard (if unde ſhould 
be) no would they be peſwaded to the contrarie, vn 
till two of our F actozs went on ſhoze, and fully ſatu 
led them in any thing they demanded oz doubtrd,and 
that our intent was only to make pꝛouiſion foz ſuch 
things as we wanted, and thenert mo:mag, as the 
manner there is) we diſcharged another perce of O; 
dinance. And then the Gonernour ofthe Zowne ſent 
a boat to know what we craued, whereupon we certi· 
fied them of our wants, and they told vs they would 
guue the Goucrnour intelligence, and returnc vs an 
anſwere, which was, that vnlefle wer came into the 
road. it was beyond his Commiſſion to relecue vs, 
pct haning firſt ſwozne and examined our Factozs, 
and ſo knowing the truth of our intended voiage, they 
gaut them a warrant to take a boat, to tome aboard at 
their pleaſures with licence to ſnpply our wants, if 
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they had any thing that might cantent vs. Yet ons 
thing aboue the reſt made vs much to maruell, which 
was, two Engliſh ſhips (which wes perceined and 
knew by their flagges) being in the road,who had not 
ſomuch kin dnells un them as to giue bs notice, of the 
cuſtome 03 manners of theſe ſubtill and carriſh peo» 
ple. And of this doubt, wes were alſo reſolued, 
that no man whatſocuer, being once within their Dos 
unions, map come aboard any ſhip, that ſhall arriue 
therc,and lie out of the roade,although they be of their 
owne Nation, without their Goucrno:s and Toun- 
cels permittance oz licence. At our being there ſome 
of them came aboard ofvs cuery day foz the ſpace of 
fiue dates that wee ſtaied there, and eat and dzanks 
with vs, after an vnſatiable manner, and very gre- 
dily. Alſo we (ent the Gouernoz a pzeſent of two che- 
ſes, a Gammon of bakon, and flue oz fire barrels 
of pickle Oiſters, which he accepted vory thankefully 
and returned bs in requital therof,two gz tha Goats 
and a Shepe oz two, and good ſtoze of Unions. And 
thers we tooke in freſh water, Canarie wine, Par- 
malad of Nuinces at twelne pence the pound, little 
barrels of Suckets at thzee ſhillings the barrel. O. 
ranges, Limmons, Pomcttrions and excellent faire 
white bzead made with Anniſeds, and is by them cal 
led Punnes bead. 

The cightenth day of Apzill about ſeuen of the 
clocte in the mozning, we waighed Ancoz and ſet ſaile 
bauing a faire gale of wind foz ſome tha houres and 
being then becalmed, wor houered too x fro full the 21 
bay, and hauing then agame a faire gals of win de, we 
ſailed vntill the 27. day about two oz thzreeof the clock 
in the afternone, tyat we arined g ancozed at Mayo, 
being about thze hand2edleagues from the Canaries, 
and comming from thence, wee were determined to 
take in freſh water at a place called Bonaviſta, but ha 
uing ancozed we found the water to bec two oz ther 
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males, dy in tis neither was it cleare;water, fo 
that ——— Bat there wert o; 
ther gad commodities. Noz at our flirt comming 
we were told y tuo Negroes, that there wee might 
haut as many Goats as we would, 1. and J well 
remember, we had to the number of two handed, oz 
there abouts in both our ſhips. Alſo they told vs that 
there were but twelu men in the Jland,and that there 
was veru great ſfoze of Salt growing out of the 
ground ſo that (if we pleaſed) we might lade doth our 
\1ps therewith, ogmnicyer——yi 57 Progr arena 
clears as tut I ſawany in kn 

Ouer againſt tie Ile of Mayo, tome eight leagues 
diſtance, is an Jland called S. Deago ; wee ſtaied at 
Mayo from the twenty ſenenth of Apzill in the aftcs 
nogre.bntill the fourth dap of Pay at fire of the docke 
in te au aug, ven wet ſaile and fatier vn fill the 
twentieth davof May. that wewero paſt tho Genin 0- 
ctialfiine,about 4. 075. of the clocks in the mouing. 
being diſtant fra.the u of Mayo about th;& hun died 
fourty raght league o: thete ubouts, as our maſter 
Philip de (ohe mated it dbtuc in his owns Beke 
of the defcriptionofthe whole Ulotage. And therice we 
fill ſaued fe: warts vntul the fourth of July, that wee 
tante to a paꝛt of Souldama with al our men tn health, 
Gods name be pꝛaiſed, but two which wers touched a 
iittte, with the: caruv, which went after -recouered 
themſglacs on ot to founcr hratth. 

Allo the ſame day we efpied Land which is called. 
Cape bona Speranſe being ſome fifteene oz ſirtocne 
lcagues of Souldania and ſtandethm ſome thirty fut 
Degrees s; thereabouts. 

AtSouldania wer refreſhed our ſelues excellently 
well ſo long as we were there, and had, and tooke in 
fo: our pꝛouiſton about foure hundzedhead of Cattel, 
as Oren, Stœres, Sheepe andLambes, and foules, 
and fith of ſundzp ſoʒts very plentifull, and freſh wa- 

ter 
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ter, great t. Ao in that place is an Jland called i 
Pengwin, ſome fine 83 fire leagues from the maine 
Land, where are great ſtoze offowles called alſo Pen- 
gwins,infmte number of Seallcs : And to fetch ſome 


of thoſc Seales, we went twice thither and filled our 
boat each time, and made tranis Dile thereof fo; 
Lampes. Alſo in this Jland we found 20. fat ſheepe, 
being teft there by the Hoilanders, foz a Pinnis which 
we met ſome two hundzed leagues from Cape bona 
Speranſe, which ſheepe we toks with vs and left ſire 
beaſts oz bullocks in their treads. 

At our firſt comming to Souldania, wee began to 
build 02 ſet bp our Pinnis,and launched her the fifth 
day of Scptember next following, and in ſeucn o; 
eight dates after, the was rigged and ready in all 
points ts haue gone away, if auy ſuch neceſſity had 
bene. 

Souldania is within the Bingdame of Ethiopia, 

1 Now the Ethiopians are by nature very b2utiſh oz 
beaſtiy people, cſpecraliy in their feeding, Jo I haut 
ſence them eate the guts # garbedge, yea euen the very 
panch where the dung : althlicth. Atſo when we haue 
caſt off thoſe Seale fiſhes into the riuer netre amis: 
ning where they haue lyen the ſpace of fourten dates, 
and that thop hane bene putriſicd and tanckeſs vehy 
mently, that it could almoſt baut ſtifled! one of vs to 
come by them, theſe peapic haut taken them vp and 
daten them.when they hauc (ſmarmed warth cranking 
magcots. | | 

| Alſs in this Countrey are ſiindzy ſozts of t:1de 
beaſts, which my ſelfe and others of our Company 
gouig on ſhoze of purpoſe) haus ſeene, and perteiued 
ſoms of them to he very fierce and crucll: ſo: that af 
tcrwards when we found their dens, we durſt not en 
ter them, noz come verpneere them, leſt they ſhould 
be in them. 

The Ethiopians bzotight downe to the ſho:e fide to 
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tell Cſtridgs egges and ſome empty ſhels, with a 
mall hole un ons end, with Eftridges feathers and 
Pozpentines quils, and foz all their Traffique and 
Commodities, they chiefly deſire Jron, eteming it 
moze then either gold oz fuer. Foz with our old 
iron, we bought all our Cattell and any thing elſe that 
we had of them. 

In this Countrey wee remained from the foure- 
tenth day of July vntil the twenticth dap of Septem- 
ber then nert following. 

The 20. dap of September earely in the mozning 
we waighed ancoz, and that night we loft the god ſhip 
called the V nion, and our Pinms calted by the name 
of the Good hope, the night being very dare and 
windy, now, the evening befoze we loſt them, the V- 
ni on (about flue of the Clocke) put out her Enſigne, 
but to what intent we knew not, no; could imagine, 
but all that night we lay at hull. 

Che next day being the 21. dap having a faire and 
ſtrong gale of winde, and afterwards ſundzy contra- 
ry windes and many calmes, vet at length wee attai- 
ned to the height ofS. Laurence on the 27. dap of Dcts- 
ber ſtan ding in the height of 26. degrees, from whence 
we ſailed with many croſſe and contrary winds, and 
calmes. Pet at length on the 22. day of Nouember in 
the mozning wee deſcried two oz thꝛe ſmall Jlands, 
and in the afternone we eſpied an Jland called Go- 
mota & very high Land: and on the 24. day we ſent 
our boat to the oe ſide, and there came to the ſhoꝛe 
ſide fue 03 fire men of that Countrep, and ſold vs 
Plantains, and nothing elſe at that time. 

The next day we ſent our boat againe, but a little 
befo:e they came ta the ſhoze they ied a Cannooe 
and two men in it a Fſhing, we went betweene them 
and the ſhoze but would not violently take them, then 
we ſhewed them a knife 03 two, and they came bath 


into our Boat, and we bzought them aboard our Ship 
and 
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and bled them very kindly, and gaue one of them a | 
Lurbantto put on his head and to the other a little | 
glaſe ofa quarter of a pinte full of A quauitæ, and ſent | 
themaſhoze. From the 22.dap that wee eſpied the J- | 
land Gomora, and came amongſt the Jlands wee 
could haue no ted gale of wind to carry vs fozward, 
vntill the 25. dap that with the wind and aid of our j 
puns, which towed our ſhip betweene the two J 
lan ds adtoining to the ſhoze, we came to an ancs; that 
night betwerne foure and fiuc ofthe Clecke in ſome 
17. oz 20, fathome water, 

The 16. dap wee ſent our boat to the hoze with a 
pzeſent to the King, by maſter lordan who went him- 
ſelfe alone with the pꝛeſent, leauing onely a pledge 03 
two in the boate till his returne : The p:cſent was 
a paire of knines, a Shaſh oz Turbant, and a logs 
king glaſſe witha combe in it, to the value offome 15. 
(hillings u all, which the King received ſomewhat 
ſcoznefullv, not ſcarſe loking on it, o: at the lealt 
thinking it to be but of (ſmall value, and gaue it to onc 
ofhis Noble men, and told maſter Iordan our Factoz, 
that i our Generall would come on ſhoze, hee ſhould 
haue any thing that they had, and with this anſwer he 
departcd, and at his comming from the Bug, the 
ling bowed humſclfe towards hum in very courteous 
manner andaſter his departure (as it may ſeeme) hee 
better peruſed the pꝛeſent. Foz in the aſternoone he 
ſent our Cencrall m requitall, a very fat vongue Bul 
locke, which wee rectiucd, andgratificd the melleng 
ers with a couple of peny kmues, wherewith they 
thought ttemſclues verie rovally contented. The 
7. day our Cenerall went on ſhore and ſome 12. 
wth hun, and carricd with him a ſmall banquet : as, 
a box of armaled, a barrcll of Suckets, and Mine, 
which they did cat befoze the Bing, but he would nc1- 
ther cat no: dzinke, but his Nobles did both tat and 
dzinke. And after the dan het hauing ſome conferense 

with 
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7 with the Bing by his Intcrpzeter concerning our 

wants, by whom wer vnverſtod that they had, 
ſome dealings with the Portugals, of which language 
he could ſpeakea little, which was ſufficient to ſatiſ- 
fie vs with what they had. 

{The 28. dap the Ling had determined to come a- 
board our ſhip, but his Interp2etoz told vs, that his 

| Councel and the common pcoplc would not fuffer him 

| ſo to doc. Alſo that dap towards night J went aſhoze 

where our people were cutting downc woe, and 
came aboard againe with the boat. 

The 29. day IJ went aſhoze againe, with our Þa- 
ſter, maſter Tindall, maſter Iordan, and our whole 
noiſe of Trumpeters, and at the ſhoze ide were very 
kindly entertained by the Interpzeto2, who b2zought 
vs to the King, being then by his Pallace ſide, who at 
our appꝛoch bowed himſelfe vnto vs very courteouſ- 
lie. Ve hath foz his gard when he walketh ab:oad fire 
02 eight men with kmues ofa foot long, and as bꝛoad 
as hatchets and verv ſharpe, which gor next to his 
perſon, and moze goe befozehim, and many behin de 
him, to kcepe and defend hum, from what inturic o; 
w2ong ſoeucr may come 02 happen. 

Theſe people ſceme to bee ciuill, kinde, and true 
bearted to ſtrangers, fo: in going to and fro, a ſhoze 
and aboard, one of our men carelcfiy left his ſwo2b 
behinde him at night when he came aboard, which bes 
ing found by one of the people of Gomora, he brought 
it to the King, who perceiuing it to bee ſome of ours, 
demanded how hee came by it, who anſwered, hee 
found it, and the King ag; ine told him, that if he p20+ 
ucd the con trarv it ſhould coſt his beſt blood, tle next 
day at our comming on ſhoꝛc, the Uings Interp:cto: 
b:ought vs the ſwoꝛd and told vs the Uings pleaſure 
there. 

Alfo they ſ@me to have a very ciutill goucrument 
amongſt them, fog at their meeting in the mozning, 

they 
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they will ſhake hands each with other, and ſpcake ms 
to another, which to vs ſ&med to bee their kinde an 
friendly lalutations one to ansther. They are verie 
modeſt, ſtreight, big limmed, and very comelyp in ge- 
ture both men and women. Their Religion Maho⸗ 
meticall, and goe almoſt naked, onely thetr pʒiuitics 
are toueted with linnen cloth, and Turbants on their 
beads. 

The women haue a linen cloth, that couereth their 
b:eaſts befoze and reacheth to the middle, and from 
the undvle to the knee and ſomewhat lower, they are 
couered round about with linen, next to their ſkin, 
and ſedges tied round about them like a tomie at their 
waſte,and hung down, which doth became them very 
well. 

They goe all barefoot except the King, who hath 
a paire of ſoles on his ft: and foʒ his apparell — 
I.ſaw him, he had a white w2zought netwozke Cap, a 

wvcariet waſtcote loſe about hum, and open befoze, 
with lletues and a linen cloth about his middle, ant 
another which hanged downe from his ſhoulders to 


bis feet 

Alſo at our being there at the Town, they bzonght 
vs Coq uo nuts to ſell, as bigge as a mans head, and 
round, and ſome bigger and ſome lefler, with water 
in them acco2ding to the pꝛopoꝛtion 02 bigneſſe of the 
ſhell, and as much meat in one ſhell as would ſuffice 
fo: a wans dinner. 

Alſo they bzought vs Goats, Bens, Chickens, L1- 
mons, Mice, Pilke, Fiſh, and ſuch like, which wee 
bougl:t foꝛ Commodities, as twohensfoz a penny 
knife, Kimmons, and Coquonuts fo2 old Jron, as 
nailes, bioken pickes, and ſuch ike. But fo: freſh 
water there is ſmall ito2c,and that they haue is got ten 
out of theſands, viz. Fu, they make aà hole in the 
ſinds and when the water commeth into the hole, 


tyev lade it out into their Caquoſhels, and ſo dꝛinke 
C it. 
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it. They bzeught ds of that water but none of our 
company would dzin ac thereofitloked ſo thicke and 
muddp. 

In this Hand of Gomora wee ſtaicd from the 25. 
day of Nouember vntill the 29. of the ſame, and then 
we wazghed Ancoz and departed. 

The tenth dav of December about two oz th: of 
the Cloche in the mozning, and the Pone ſhining, 
we cſpiedon a ſudden a low land with high trees gro 
wing by the ſhoze ſide, we being not a league from the 
ſhoze, ſo that if we had not eſpied the trees, we ſhould 
haue thought the land to haue bene but the ſhadow of 
the Pone and ſo might haue run our (clues on ſhoze, 
and caſt our ſelues away with ſhip and gods: but it 
was Gods good pꝛauidence thus to detend vs from 
ſa great and 1:nminent danger, whoſename be bleſſed 
and pzaifed nowand euermoze. 

Thu was the Flandof Pemba, which we tooke to 
be Zint adat, vntill by one of the peoplc of the Coun⸗ 
trie we found it to be Pemba. At the ſight of this low 
jJland, after we plamnely percetuedit, wes pzeſently 
tackt about and ſet from the ſhoze till dap, and then 
we tackt about againe ts the ſhoꝛe ſibe. and nceruig 
alongſt the tho:e ſide foza harbour to ance: in, wee 
ſent our unis iu the mcane tune, to the ſhoze with 
the Gang onlie and maſter Elmore to ſeke foz a cons 
uenient watering place, wee koeping our courſe till 
our Pinnis came to the ſhoꝛe ſide. Then two oz tha 
of the people of the and demanded in the Portugal! 
language what we were, and one of our men made an 
ſwer, that we were Engliſhmen, Zhen they deman⸗ 
ded againe what we had to doe there, in regard the 
Ling of Portugal! was King of that Jland : wee 
replied, that wee knew not ſo much, neither came 
we thither foꝛ any tuul intent whatſoeuer, but only 
to water, and would giue tdem ſatiſfaction, fo: any 0+ 
ther thing that we ſhould haue of them. Then it dzew

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towards night, and our men came aboazd and ac - q

The 11. day our boat went aſhoze to the ſame 
place, but found it void of people and returned, and 
pꝛeſentip we came to an anco;, about fiue 02 fire ofthe 
Clocke in ths afternone ne&re vnto two oz thꝛet bo- 
ken Ilan ds there adiopningnerre to the maine Jland 
of bemba. This place of our then ancozing tandeth in 
the height of flue Degrars and 20. nunutcs. 
Che 12. day out nis went on ſhoze ts the ſame 
place, with;maſter Iordan, one of our Merchants. At 
whoſe comming on ſhoze, after ſome conference with 
ſome that could \ Portugall, but not with thoſe 
(as it ſetmed) with whom we ſpake the day befoze, | 
fo; theſe told maſter Iordan the King was a Mallaibar, 
and after ſome other conference, maſter Iordan told 
them, that although our ſhip were an Saas ſhip, vct 
de was a Portugal! Merchant, and the goods in the 
ſhip were Portugals gods. Then they told vs wee 
ſhould not want foz any thing they had, and hereupon 
they ſent a Moore ints our boat to make ſcarch foz a 
conuentent watering place, who after ſome ſmall 
ſearch, bzought bs to a litile hole at the bottoinc of 
a hill, being demmed in with the hill on the one ſide 
and a dich on the other ſide,therc ws alle d our Barr 
coes, and being ready togoe aboard, wee deſired the 
Moorc to got aboard with vs, who will.rglv agreed 
thercto, and we vſed dim verv kindly, til the nert 
moming tt we went to wut againe, and carried 
him on v2e with vs, by whoſe repozt of his kinde v- 
ſage aboard, there came doume with him, another 
that con!dſpeake a little Portugal', who (as hee (aid) 
was one of the kings Gentlemen, him wee alfo 
bꝛolight aboard and vſcd hun very kindlp, and ſet 
bam a thoze the nert day. Who promiſed at his de- 
parture to bꝛuig vs Hennes, Cogqucnuts, and Ozen⸗ 
Ww- 2 ges, 
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es, which he did accozdingly, and then our r, 
| Lith maſter Reuet and — —— 


ſome others of the Company, where wee dined, 
and after dimer cametwo Cauelliers,and a Moore 
being one of thcir flanes to the watering place, where 
our men were filling of the Caſke, and aſked whether 
there were any of the chiefe of our ſhip, oz Company 
there, to whb Edward Chuechmau one of our Comps 
ny made anſwer, ſad there was our Paſter,and one 
of the Perchants, whom(if it pleaſed them) he would 
bzing ta pariee with them : and at their meting, 
they ſaluted each other after the Portugall maner. And 
after ſome Conference, demanding what wee were, 
we told them we were Engliſhmen, and thev replied 
that we were very welcome, and all that they had, 03 
the Jland could affo2d, was at our command and diſs 
poſmg ; to whom we gane harty thanks. 

þ But theſe kagred moꝛds of theirs, was only in out- 
ward ſhew, to cloake their treacherous pzactifes, as 

afterward we formdit trae. 

Zhen we demanded what they were, and it was 
anſwered, that one of them was the Kings b2other, 
who inſtantly ſhewed vs a fuer ring, whereon was 
ingrauen the number of villages,and houſes, oz cotta 
ges in the Jland, and ſaid he was Ruler and Goucr- 

. no; of all thoſe places. Then we as ned them, if there 
were any Portugals in the Jtand, they ſaid no, foz 
they had iſhed them all becauſe they would 
haue reliefe thery/perfozce, and would make ſlaues 
of the people of the Jland, (which being not able to 
indure ) they made contunuall wartes with them at 
their comming thither. 

In the meane time, our Pinnis came on ſhoze, 
which had beenc at an other place of the Jland fo; Cat 
tell, accozzing to appointment, but wore deferred of, 
till they might get fitter oppoʒtunitp foz ther uten 
dev treacherie. 


Zhen 
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Then our men told vs that they had heard of that 
fide of the Jland where they were foz Cattell that 15. 
ſaile of Hollanders had lately taken Moſembege, and 
put ail the Porrugals to theſwozd, which newes they 
had heard from Zinzibar to be true, whereat theſe Ca- 
uelliers ſeemed outwardly to reioice, which was alſs 
another ludtill traine to bing vs within compaſſe of 
their intended treachery. And when night dzewon, 
we intreated them to goe aboard with vs, which then, 
they refuſed td doe, but pzomiſed to come aboard the 
next day being the ſeuenteenth day of December, 
the Kings bzother (as he named himſelfe) did 
with two others, but befoze they came aboard, they 
craued pledges, which they had, viz. Thomas Caue, 
Gabriel Brooke, and Laurence Pigot gur Surgeon. 
The other the being then aboard, we vſed them ve- 
ric kindly vntill they went on ſhoze, on the eighteenth 
day in the mozning : And our General gaue the chiefe 
ot them two Goats, a paper Cartridge of Gunpow- 
der and ſome other ſmall trifles to the ather two, and 
ſo went on ſhoze, and maſter Reuec, maſter Iordan, 
M. Glaſcor 4 my ſelfc went with them fo; our pledges, 
at our comming on ſhoze and fearing no treacherie, 
we went ſire 02 eight vnaduiſedly vp to the houſes 
fo; our pledges, whom we found garded with fifty 
o ſixty men armed with ſeucrall weapon, as Bowes 
and Arrowes, Þwo2ds and Bucklers, Darts, and 
Cucltlearcs, pet at our comming thither, wee re- 
teiued our pledges and without longer Cay, depar- 
ted to the Wes (@e, accompanied with the Kings 
biother, and imme diatliy moſt of thoſe Moeres came 
alſo after vs, and ſire 02 eight of them came to our 
Pinnu ſide and viewed her and ſo departed againe 
to the reſt of their frllowes. 

And we inſtantly entered our boat,and intreated the 
Kings bother to go aboard with vs, which he willing- 
lp did,e we entertained him with - udnes that — 
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could, vntill towards aight that he was to depart, when 
out Palter offered him a knife , with ſome other 80ve 
triles which de ſcoznfully refuſed, and p;eſently went a- 
—— Upon this, we miſtruſted ſome tre- 
chery, intended agaiuR vs, and therefoze thought to bet 
better armed at our nert comming aſhoare. 

The 19. day our Long · boat went #ſhozein the mo 
ning verieearly, to fill our Caske with water, and ha- 
wing filled ths (ame, within a litie, they oſpisd our ſailes 
out, being let downe to o but they imagined we were 
going away: where vpon the companian to the Kings bꝛo⸗ 
ther came to our boatſtwaine, and asked him it wee were 
going atvay; {Che boat-ſwaine,as well as he could, both 
by ſignes and otherwiſe, told him, it was ouly to dy 
our ſatles. And as they were thus talking, they eſpied our 
Pinnace comming being then very well armed, and left 
off making any farther tnguirts; which Pinnacs had they 
not then eſpted, it was likely they dad intended to haus 
cut off out men, and taken our boat; fo; there was two of 
theſe Kogues at the leaf lying in ambaſh about the wa- 
tering placs, readies to haus giuen the onſet, it the watch- 

- wozd had been giuen. By this tims out Pinnacs was 
coms to the ſhoze, and our men fanding on their gart 
pon the ſands, not farre from her, then our Baſter ſeat 
Nicholas White, ons of our gang, to tell them of the lin 
that our Perchants were come on ſheare, who paſſing by 
one of theic houſes, might percetue the ſame to be full of 
people, eamongt the teſt, fr PINngales, in long bzans 
ched damagke Coats, lined with blew faffata,and vader 
\ the ſame, white callico bzeches. This Nichols White af 
dis refurne, told vs, and pzeſently came downs the com- 
panton to the Kings bzother, and told Baſtoc Reuet, the 
s wers weary, and infrea*ed tem to go bp to 
tbe to ſee the Cattell, which was only one bullock which 
Nicholas White ſaw at his going vp, and no mee. But 
Hater Reuet craved pardon,defiring bim to ſend downe 


the Bullocke, and their was commodities in the boat to 
make 
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wake ſatiſfaction fo; the ſame. With this anſ wet, andſa · 

ing vs better armed then we were wont to bee, he went 
away. The Kings bzcther being then on the ſands, com⸗ | 
manded a Negro to gather Coquonuts to lend to our 

General, and made choiſe of Edward Churchman one of ; 
our men, to fetch the ſame, whom we neuct ſaw after, | 
no could ever know what became of him ; But when | 
they ſaw that none of vs would come a ſhozr, but Nod 
vpon out gard, they gaue the watchwozd and ſounded a 
bozne , and pꝛeſentiy ſet vpon our men at the watering 
plac and flew lohn Harington, the boat-(waines man, 
and wounded Robert Bucklet, Paſtet Ellanors man very 
ſoze, with 8. 03 10. ſouetall wounds, and had killed dim, 
but that we diſcharged a Puſket 02 two, which(as it ſee- 
med) hurt ſomeof them; fog then they retired and cried 
out : and (o(though weake and faint, de did at length re- 
couer our boat. alſo two o ta moze of our men by crees 
ping, and lying cloſe in the ditch, vntill ther eſpied out 
boat, got alſo ſafe aboazd;and then counting our men, we 
only miſſed Edward Churchman, and lohn Harringeor, 
that was faine {and ſo comming aboard, wecertified the 
company of all ourp2ocedings on ſhoare ; and our Sur- 
geon dzeſſed Robert Buckler, andaſter, did his beſt fo; 
bis cure and recouery of his health. 

Thetwenrticth day in the mozning we went on ſhoare 
with ear Pinnace and Long-boat, very wel armed to 
fetch inour Dantd , ( which is a piece of wed 02 timber 
whecewith we hale vp our Ancoz)and alittle bevend the 
ſame, we found lohn Harrington dead, and ſtatke naked, 
—— we buried at another Jland, hard by the maine 
Jland. 

The naturall people of the land Pemba, ſæme to bet 
louing and kind: fa they made ſignesto me and others, 
at our tit comming, to beware of our thzoats cutting: 
which then we tote no beede 02 notice of, vatill this 
their treachery put vs in minde thereof againe. 


The lame dap (being the 20. day )we waighed Inco2, 
and 
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\ aud about t 2. of the clocke at night, our ſhip was on 
ground, on the ſhoulds of Meluidee, oʒ Pemba, which 

we certainely knew not: Bet God ot his mercy, (as 


"door. day in the mozrring, wee eſpied thze ſaile 
being (mall boats, fleightly wzought together, called 
Paugaias which we made after and toke, which they 
on ſhoze eſpying, they ſent ont an Aduiſoz being alſe 
a Paugaia, which perteiued that wee had taken the o- 
ther and returned to the ſhoe. 

Now of thoſe which we had taken there were ſome 
6. o 8. of the chiefeft that were thought by our com- 
pany to be Portugals, the reſt being certaincly known 
to be Moores, and were in all ſome fourty and odve 
perſons, andtheb! fire oz eight were pale aud white, 

much differing from tho colonr of the Moores , Pet 
being asked, what they were, they ſaid, they were 
Moores, and ſhewed vs their backes all wzitten with 
Charactsrs ; and when ws afirmed them to be Porru- 
gals, they then told vs the Portugals were not circuny 

ciſed. 
Bat ts conclude; out Company would not be per⸗ 
ſwaded but that they were Portugals: then ſcme of 
our Copany told them of al the intended treacheries 
with the loſſe of two of out men, and w2unding of the 
the third, which made them fcarcfull of our reucnge, 
(as it ſeemed) and then they talked trgcther in thiir 
o une language, which made vs alſo ſuſpect, ſome vil 
lanous and deſperat attempt to be pꝛetended by them, 
and therefo:e, J kept my ſelfe ſtill vpon the pope, 
and leked carefully to the ſwoꝛds Which ood naked 
ly in the Safters Cabbin, which they alſo knew and 
noted, and marked Pater Glaskock, and my ſelfe 
where we ſet our (wozds (ul expecting to haue the 
place 
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place voided, which J perteiuing, kept good watch, 
left greater hurt ſhould enſue thereby, and being thus 
alone on the pope they beckoned me the oz four ſeue- 
rall times to come to them vpon the ſpare D ck, which 
J denied, left they ſhould ſo reconer the \wo2ds; where 
by far mo2eharme might haue beene done, then after- 
wards was donc. 

Then our Paſter came vpon the ſpare decke and 
demanded, which was their Pilot, whom hee toke 
downe into his Cabbm, and chewed him his plat, 
which he at his comming downe did very carneſty 
behold. 

But at his going from the reſt with our Palter, he 
ſpake in the Moores language, warning them (as we 
thought) to loke to themſclues and dos their beſt a- 
mongſt vs, and to giue tate when he gane the watch 
wo2d, and then to giue the Onſet. | 

Alſo there were ſpraches vſed that the Pilot had a 
knife about him, and being ſearched fo2 it, henimblic 
conueied the ſame from the one fide to the other, and 
ther with ſuddenly ſtabbed the Paſtcr into the belly, x 
then cried ont, which (belike) was the Watchwo2d : 
Foz then they b the onſet on the ſpare decke, 
where Baſter Glaſcocke, Baſter Tindall, our Gene 
rall, and one 02 two mo2e with them chanched to kill 
foure 92 fiue of the white Roagues, and made ſuch ha 
uocke among the reſk, that at length they had ſlaine al 
moſt fourty of them, and bꝛought the reſt in ſubie 
ction. 

Now, alittle befoꝛc our Maſter thus called the Pi · 
lot, he entreated our Generall, that if they had any 
garuances 02 peaſon being their Country fod! they 
would let vs haue ſome, which they ſhould be paid fo2, 
+ what was taken from them ſhould be redchuered, 
with free liberty to go where they would, whereto the 
Cencral conſented, + heereupon our Raſter called the 


Pilot, to ſee if he had any ſkil in the Plat, and ſo to let 
1 him 
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him depart, and all the reft. But when thus treache- 
roufly they offered vs the firſt abuſe, we could dos no 
lelle then we did, being in our owne defence, and fo; 
the ſafegard of our liues. 

Pet did ſome fine oz fire of theſe villaines, reconer 
a Pangaia bp their excellent ſwiſtneſle in ſwimming, 
and eſcaped to the ſhoꝛe, they ſwimming to windwazd, 
faller then our P innis could rowe. 

In this ſkirmiſh were hurt but thꝛer of our Com 
pany, nomely, Maſter Glaſcocke, with two wounds, 
whereof one was a deepe wound in his backe, Paſter 
Tindals was aimed at his beat, he hauing nothing in 
his hand to defend hunſelfe, pet by the aſſiſtance of the 

F Almig4ty de turnedhimſelfe about and receiued the 
{abbe in his arme, and our Paſters was in his belly, 
as is fozmerly ſaid, which (God be thanked) they all 
recoucred and were well cured. . 

The 19. dav of January we eſpied many lands, 
which the Portugals call by the name of Almaiſant, be 
ing to thenumnber or nine Jlands, al vnpeopled as the 
Portugals wate and affirme. 

The 20. day we ſent our Pinnis in the mo ming to 
ont of thoſe lands to ſerke freſh water, but could fmde 
none: yet they found there great ſtoze of Land Tur- 
tles, and bzought ſome ſire aboard, then wee ſailed 
to an other Jland, which ſeemed moze likely fo; freſh 
water then the firſt, where we caſt fAncoz. 

The 21. day about ten of the Clock in the fozrnone 
Riding there at twelue oz thirtene fathome water, 
and a reaſonable god harbout, we ſtated there vntill 
the firſt day of Febzuary, and then waighed Ancoz, 
and departed. Vere we refreſhed our ſclucs very well 
with freſh water, Cequonuts, fiſh, Palmitoes,and 
Poues, great plenty. 

The ſtrſt day of Febzuarp, we ſet ſaile, and ſailed 
with a faire winde vntill the 19. dap, that wee — 
the Egumocttall line, and on the fiftenth day in the 

| 1 - mozning 
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mozning betime, we came within ken of land, which 
was the coaſt of Mclueidey vpon the maine. 

The 16. day we came to an Ancoz, about nine of 
the Clocke in the mozning, at 1 2. fathome water, and 
ſome two leagues from the ſhoze, and pꝛeſentiy wer 
ſent our Pumis to the ſhoze to ſe@ke ſome refreſhing, 
but they could by no meanes get on ſhaze; noz would 
the people of the Countrey ( being fearefull) come 
within parly, which at their returne they certificd our 


Maſter of, and ſo inthe afternone we ſct ſaile agame, 


and departed. 

Now about this time it pleaſcd God, (vy the con 

feſon of William Acton, one of our ſhip boies) to re- 
ueale a faule and deteſtable inne committed among ſt 
vs; which being appꝛoued againſt hum by a Jury, her 
was ton denmed to die, and was executed foz the ſame 
on the third day of Parch (being Friday) in the moz 
nung. 
The 21. day betimes in the mozning, we eſpied an 
Jland ſtan ding in the height of 12. Degrees and 17. 
minutes, being barren and vnpeopled, oner agamit 
which 3land, ſcine thz& leagues Kiſtant, ſtod fours 
hillocks 02 rocks, & fo; this Jland we boze bp a whcle 
dap, anda night, and finding it to be barren and vn- 
poopled, by ſending our ſkiffe on ſhoze, wee paſſed by 
it, and the ſame day wer eſpied ther Jlands rae as 
boat ſunne \ctting ſtanding in the height sf 12. De- 
gres and 29. minutes, to which Jlands we camc the 
29. dayof Parch, 1609. two of which Mands were 
w.thin a league onc of another, and the third we found 
to be Sacatora, and ſtandeth in 12. Degrees and 24. 
minutes where we Ancoꝛed in a fine Lay the 30. day, 
in the moming about ten of the Clocke. 

At ght of vs, the Jlanders made a fire, and wer 
ſent our ſkiffe an ſhoe, but the proplc fled with great 
feare and trembling, hauing (as it (ee:21cd) beene fo: 
mecly intured by ſonie that had paſſed til tor dat 
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our men loking about, formd no likelie-hod of any te 
lerfe there, and ſo came aboard and certified the Genes 
rall thereof: ſo that about fine of the tlock in the after 
noone, wee waighed anco2,and ſailedalong to find out 
the chiefe harbo2. 

Che z i. day we ſtood ofinto the main Sea, wher we 
met with a Guzarat ſhip, laden with Cotton woolls, 
Callcors, and Pentathocs, being bound fo: Adden, 
whether wee kept her company, in regard they told vs 
it was a Towne of great trading, but wer found it 
quite 425 : foʒ it was onely a Toume of gariſon, 


and ouldiers in it: and at the very entring in 
to the! e, is a Caſtle cut out of the maine, and 
incompaſſed round with the Sea, wherein are thirty 
two perces of ©;dinance, and fiftie perces in the 
tonne. 

The 10 bay of Apꝛilt wee arrined there, and the 
Guzarat thip went into the Towne, and told the Go- 
nernour, there was an Engliſh Ship come to trade 
there. Who p2eſently ſent his Avmrall to vs, and 
our Generall vnaduiſedly went on ſhoze, where her, 
and hi / ellowes were receiued with 4. great Bozſes, 
and were careed befoze the Gouernour, in as great 
pomp and ſkate, as the Towne could yeeld. But the

The 28. day, our Pinnace came to vs, who told 


vs their Maſter was dead, and inquiring where, and The maſte: 
how, the company told vs, he was knockt in the head ot the Pi 
with a Pallethamuger, by one Thomas Clarke, with race mon- 
the conſent of Francis Driver his mate, Andrew Euans, dered. 


and Edward Hilles, hetuig foure murderous and bad 
minded men, who beeing asked why, and vpon what 
occaſion they did it, they could male no ercuſe,no: al 
ledge any cauſe, ſaue onely, that hee had ſmall 
quantity of Aquauitæ and Roſa ſolis, fo: his owne 
ſto;e, and fo2 the god of them, o2 any ont aboard, that 
ſhould ſtand in nerde thereof, and | 
kepe and pꝛeſerue the ſame, till great 
and therefoze out of mere malice , and ie by the 
inſtigation of Francis Driucr his mate, thev thus mur- 
dꝛed an umocent man, who thought them no harme, 
no! ſuſpected any ſuch danger. 

The 31. day of Pay, a Jury was called, and vpon 
iuſt and due p2ofe, accozding to our Engliſh lawes, 
they were conuicted, and Francis Driucr and Thomas 
Clarke were condenmed and tudged to dic, and were 
hanged in the Pinnace, where they did the fact: and on 
the other two, God ſhtwed his tuſt tudgement after- 
wards. Fo: Edward Hilles dus eaten with Caribs 
a2 Pan-eaters, and the other diev and rottcd where 
he lap. 1 

The third day of June, wer watched ancoꝛ and ſai 
led into the Ued· ſea, thoo o the ſtraights of Mockos ; 
which are ſomt league oucr from ſhoꝛe to ſhoze, and 18 
fathome water. cloſe aboard the Jlandſhoze, and 4 
bout z. leagues in length. 

When vou are within the @teaits, there licth a 
arcat ſhole, (ome two leagues of into the Sea, and t » 
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ſhunneit you mult take a god bzeadth off, and ſe von 
ſhal coms in no danger, and then you haue to Mockoo, 
Moha ſixe ſomes. leagues, where is a god Road to ancoz in, and 
leagues faire ground, and you may ride at 14. fathome water. 
wihinche Jt is a place that is neuer without ſhipping, foz it is a 
Straits Zowne of great trade of merchandize, and hath Car- 
rauans 02 Conuotes that come from Scena, from Me- 
cha, from grand Cairo, and Alexaadria, and all thoſe 
+ races. 

It is a City ot great trading fo; our Commodities: 
as ©ynne, Jron, Lead, Cloth, Sword blades, and 
all Engliſh commodities. It hatha great Buſſart o: 
Market euery dap in the werks. There is great (toze 
of fruit, as Apzicocks, Quinces, Dates, Ozapes a 
bundance, Peaches, Lummons, and Plantins great 
ſtoze, which J much maruelled at, in regard rhe peo 
ple of the Countrey told vs, they had no rainein ſeuen 
yerres bcfoze, and pet there was very god Come and 

good ſloze, fo: eighteens pence a buſhell. 

There are Orcn, Shepe, and Goats abundance : 
as an Ore, fo: ;. Dollars, g Goat fes halfe a Dollar, 
and a Sheepe fo: halfe a Dollar : aſmuch Fiſh fo2 tha 
pence, as will ſuffiſe ten men to a mcale. As Dol 
phines, Po2c-fiſh, Baſſe, Pullets, and other god

guſt, till the 18. day, and ſet ſaile with an ancozand a 
dalle, fo; Cambaia. And on the 28. dap of Auguſt, we 
tame to Moa, wherc one of the Countrep people told 
vs thut fe: the value of 20. Dollars, wer might haus a 
Pilot to bzing bs to the bar of Surot. But our wilfull 
Paſter refuſed it, and ſaid he would haue none. 
The 29. day wer ſet ſaile from thence, thinking to 
hit the Channell to goc to the bar, but we came out of 
10. fathome water into 7. fathome, and into fire fa- | 
thome anda halfe. Zhen we tackt about to the Weſt 
ward, and came into 15. fathome, and then wer tackt 
about againe to the Caſtward, and came into s5. fa 
thome water. Zhen ſome of the compantie asked whe 
ther the Paſter would goe, who anſwered let her go s 
uer the height, and pꝛeſently the ſhip ſtrooke, which 2 
pꝛeſentiy went vp and told him of: who turning about 
asked who durſt ſay ſhe ſtrooke, then pꝛeſen tiv ſher 0 
Urooke againe, and ſtrooke off her Rudder, and loſt it 
in the Sea : then wer came to an antoꝛ, and rode there 
two dates, then our S kiffe ſplit in pætes. and we had 
no moꝛe but our long boat to helpe our kelues withall 
vet wir made ſuch ſhift, that wer got the pæces of onr 
ſkiffe into the hip, and the Carpenter went ſo round 
ip to woꝛke, that they had bound her vp together watt: 
woldings , ſo that when our grcatclt ned was, ſt &X 
bzought 16. men one ſhoze. 
The ſetond day of September about ſ of the clock 
night. our ſhip ſtroke and began to founder, and 
auing 4. oketwiſe, we had pzeſently 24. inches' or anderec

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water in the Well, then we plied the pumpe, ſome 
foure houres, viz. from ſeuen of the Clocke to cle 
ucn of the locke at night, then the water encreaſed ſo 
faſt that we were able to keepeher no longer, but were

Kiucr, But when the Country people ſaw ſo many men in 
two boats, they ſtroke vp their dzums and were in 
Armes, taking vs to be Portugales,and that wee came 
to take ſome of their Townes, which wer perceiuing, 
and hauing by chance a Curatat, aboard wee ſent hun 
aſhoꝛe to tell them truly what wee were: and when 
they knew we were Cnalſhmen, they directed vs 
to the Citp of Gandeuce, where was a great Gouer- 
nour, who at our comming thither and vnderſtans 
ding we were Cnglithmen ) ſcmed to be veryſo2y fo: 
our miſkoztuncs, and welcomed bs verv kindly. And 
there ended our traucls by Sca fo: that time. 
I 669, The fourth day of September, 1609. we came to 
the Cuv of Gandeucc, which is a very faire hauen, 
and 


. 
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and great ſtoꝛc of ſhipping built there, whercof ſome 
art of foure o fine hundzeth Tun, it ſtande ti in a 
good Voile, and is gouerned by the Gentiles. 

The 25. day of September, we tooke our iournev 
towards Surrot, to a Towne called Sabay, which is a 
Zowne, only conſiſting of Spinners and UWeanere, 
and there is much Calics made, and from thence wee 
came to Surrate, where we found ene William Finch 
an Engliſh Perehant, andſeruant to aſter lohnſon 
in Ckeaphde, who very curtcoufly went to the Go- 
uernour, and acquainted him with our piſtrefſe, wha 
(as hereafter we found it to be true) was bzibed by tie 
Portugals, which told him we were a kinde of turbulct 
people that would make mutinics, and ſow cu di di- 
ſcention in the Towne, and ſo aduenture to ſurpziſe 
the Zowne, whereupon wr were put into a Bonalkc- 
ry, where we liued the dates, no2 could this ſuffece, 
but we wert remoued to a great horſe, being a Cen- 
tiles houſe, where we lav 14. dates; in which time, by 
the gad aduiſe of the ſaid William Finch) we made pꝛo⸗ 
uiſion of Coaches, Yo:ſcs. and other things to trauell 
to the great Mogol, scertific him ot᷑ out gicat diſtreſſe 
and miſfo;tunes.CThisisa City of great fame 1 Anti 
qmty,bcing walled about with free ſtone, and a ſtrong 
Garriſon lying thcrin,and a City of great trading foz 
Merchan dize, and great ſtoze of ſin „uudt rof ſous 
are of oo. C un, which ther. cannot lade at tte Zown 
but carrv them ouer the bar with their hallance only, x 
there lade the, but fo: theit ſmaller ſipping they lade 
them at the L own, and ſo gee euer the bar, where at 
a high water, they baue 16. fot water. 


Che 22. of September, we toke cut iouincy frem The tarucht 


dur at to Agra, with our Sencrell and 52, men, with o 


t. Ccacthes of our cwne, end ſome others being hi 
red. and 19. c:fes to a great Citv called Pramport, 

and the ſirſt two nights we lav in the ficids. 
de 26. day wer came to Nau bon wl;cre Sugar 
groweth mabund aste, with Cotten and all maner 
C of 
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ö 5 of grame, as Rice, Wheat. Btanes, Peaſe, Cheeco:e 
Lantcchoes,Potte,q4c. Foz the Countrey is ſoxlen- 
tifull, that pou map haue a gallon of milke fo; a halfe 
penny.A Hen fo; thiee halfpence,416.Cgs fo: a penny, 

From Gan«lcuce to Sabay is ta. toutſe, : from Sabay 
to Surrotts 12; courſe and cuery twa courſs is th: 
Crglſh wmilcs. | 

Che 27. day, we traucllcd 12. courſe and came to a 
City of the Bannions called Daytaotote, and therc 
Mater Reuct one of our Berchants died. 

This City could neuer be conquored by the great 
Mogol, but palded vpon compoſition, and ſtill holdcth 
his title of King of the Bannians, andat this City we 
ſta! two daies. ; 

This City yeldes great ſtoze of D2zugs, fine Pens 
tathoſeand Calico Lawnes. 

Che firſt of October we trauclled 1 2. courſe, and 
lay in the fields. 

Zheſccond day we trauelled 14. ceurſe to a great 
City of the Bang ans called Netherberry, where is a 
great Baſzr 03 Market, and all maner of bꝛaſen wares 
to be ſold, as Pots, kettles, Candleſticks, and Cal- 
dꝛons of foure fat long, Shirts of Hale, Swozds 
and Bucklers, Lauces, Vozſes in Armour of Arrowe 
p:ofc, Tamcls, and all maner of bealts. 

Ztcreis alſo great ſtoze of Cotten wols, Cotten 
varnt, Pentathocs, Callico Lawnes, Shaches fo; 
Zurbants fo: their heades,'Limmons, Potatocs, 
thꝛer pound fo: a penny, and all maner of Dꝛugs. 

And ſurcly cloth would be a very vendible commo- 
bity there: fot courſe felt is there cxtrrame deare. Al 
ſo Cold and Suuer is there very plentifull, and theſc 

arc very god people to dcale withall. 
tc third dap we traucllcd ten courſc, to a ſmall 

—owne of Duſbandzy called Sailote, where is alſo 

creat ſtoze of Sugar, and fruits of all ſozts. 

Ct nert dar we tranclled 18 courſe to a Garriſon | 
Zounc 
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Zowne called Saddiſce, and there is the Etucr of Tyn- 
Jce which runneth to Surrar, wherein is great .᷑oꝛe of 
Fiſh of allſozts,and this Kuuer diuideth the confines, 
of the Bannians and the Curatates. 

The Bannians ate a ſtrange people in their beliefe, 
and honour God in a ſtrange faſhion, viz. in pictures 
offtone, hanging their beades on the heades ofthe 
pictures, and then with their faces towards the ſun 
doc woꝛſhip it, ſaying, that all their comfozts p22cads 
fromit. And vet J ſaw moze then this, which was a 
Cow adozncd with a veſte of gold and many Jewels, 
her head bedecked with garlands and flowers, and 
then being bzought to a buriall place, where they doc 
viſe to make Sermons, they kiſſe her fert and teats, 
and wozſhip her, that it grieued mee to ſe their fond 
ſuperſtition, and abhominable Jdolatry. And aſking 
why they did it, they anſwcred, that thee was the mo- 
ther of beaſts, and bzought them,milke,butter,cheaſe, 
and the Dre to till the ground, and laſtly, her hide did 
make leathet to make them ſhoes. Pozeourr, thev 
ſav, he is bleſt by the Pother of God, to be honoured 
aboue all beaſts. And ſo leauing the Bannians, wee 
troſſed the Niuer of Tindee into the Gentiles Coun: 
trep. 

Now at Saddiſee, we being manv, ſome in Coaches, 
ſome on Hozſeback, they thought we had come to take 
their Town, and did ſhut their gates, bent their O: 
dinance vpon vs. But our Ocncral ſent our Linguiſt 
02 Interpzeter to certific them, what we were, and 
then the Gouernour opened the Gates, and came 
himſcit to entertame vs with great curteſte and ate. 
Pet that night we lav by the Viucr ſidr, and the nert 
day being the fifth of October, wee came into the 
= owner, where wc lay that night: Ano the next dav 
we trauelled ſome i 2.Courſc,andlay at a Ponaſtery: 
Ind the ſeuenth dav wer went to the areat City of 
BL amport where the great Cencrall called the Can 

E 2 Canz'vc 
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Canawe liueth, this being his Carriſon oz reſting 
place when he is out of the warces,and on the t:uclfth 
of October, he came from the warres with 1500, C 
lephants, zooco. Yozſes, 10coo. Camels, 3050, 
Dumdarics. 

The Clephant ſeructh in the Field with a (mall 
tower of wod 02 tunber vpon his back, wheron is pla 
ted 4. peeces of bꝛaſſe as big as Rabnets, and 10, men 
very artificially placed in the ſaid Tower, with bows 
and arrowes, and to diſcharge thoſe perces. 

The Elephants ſkin is muſket pꝛofe, vnleſſe it be 
on his facc and belly, and he is a beaſt of ſo great vn 
der tan ding, that he is ruled and gouerned by word of 
mouth, underſtanding what his keeper commandcth 
hum to doc. 

This Countrev bearcth towards the No2thwelt, 

in the height of 28. Degrees, oz thereabouts: And 
here Puſkets, Snaphances, Piſtols, Petrencls,and 
Swoꝛds, be god commodities, but no Fircloeks in 
in any wiſe. 
Alſo Cloth is an excellent commodity to my know- 
ledge, fo2 J was offered thzc pound fo; an old cloake, 
which herre, is not wozth 25. ſhillings at the vtter- 
moſt. 

And im Bꝛampoꝛt we ſtaied from the ſeuenth of O⸗ 
ctober vntill the 11. of Pouember following : Then 
J and Iohn Frencham one of our Company went to 

craue the Ocaerals paſſe, to goe to the great Mogo!, 
but he asked vs if we would feruc him in his warres, 
and he would giue vs what meancs we woald deſire : 
but we teld hum, we were poze diſtrefſcd Perchants, 
that had herne ſhipwzacked : and hec againe repl:cd, 
that there was no Cngliſhman, Perchant, no2 other 
but he was a Souldicr. But we told hun that we had 
wines and childzen in our Countrey,ts whom wer 
mult of neceſſitp goe, to which her ſaid, it was very 


wellſpoken ,and that it was againſt their Lawes to 
ke pe 
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keepe any man againlt his will: Chen her aſked ws 
if wa had any {(cwcls foz his Ladies, J anſwc 
red J had one lone and one Jewell, which J ſold 
him foz foztv pound ſterlung, and then ha commain- 
ded his Secretary to make vs a Paſſe, and ſeale it 
with his great Scale, fo; our lafe Conduct to Agra, 
Alſo to2 the nature 1 Krengthof the Clephant, I can 
ſay thus much of nune owne knowledge becauſe J 
ſaw ii. 

An Clephant rotall bemg bꝛought to remoue a piece 
of Ozdmance of one and twenty foot long, which 
caricda ſhot of ſcuen inches high, and lay vpon the ca⸗ 
riage on che ſide ot a hill, and to carry tho ſame ſome 
halfe farlong of, which he did as it ſ&med to the great 
a; (luc of his Koper, who told hun hee was a lazy vil- 
lane, and deſerued not ns meat. Now the nature of 
the Clephant is, not to be diſparagedin any thing, 
and ſtandeth much vpon his reputation and valour: ſo 
that vpon theſe ſpeeches or his Koper, he came to it a 
gauic, and wich maine ſtrength toze the carriage in 
pieces, and left the piece lying on the ground. Chen 
were Carpenters ſet on wozke to make a new cCarri⸗ 
age, which bring done, the ſame Clephant was bꝛoght, 
who clapt his C run ke about the wherles,and bzought 
the O:zdinance where his Beaper commandsd hum. 

dis Citie is farre bigger then Londog, and great 
trade of all ſoꝛts of merchandiſe therein: it is one of 
the moſt famous heathen Cities that euct I came in. 
and the Citizens arc verv god and kind people, and 
verv many Sallants in the Citie. Alſo fine riuers, 
ponds, oꝛchards. gardens, pleaſant walkes, and ereci- 
lent faire pꝛoſpects as euer I ſaw. Heere any Gentlc- 
man may haue paſtimc to hunt o: hawke : and if hee 
will not goc farre, he map bup a Deere in the Buſar oz 
market foz a Deller, being but foure ſhillings ſter⸗ 

ung, and hunt him where and when he will. 
Now in mp wdgeinent , our Cngliſh cloth of gold 
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nd \.lucr, velncts, b:oad-cloth, baves, and cottons, 
would be very vendable, in regard there arc ſo many 
Gallants. And thus much fo; the great City of Bram- 
Ort. 

f Zbeclenenth of Nouember we tok our tourny te 
wards Azgroe, Land loſeph Salebanck our Purſet, an d 
one lo. Fieacham, with one of the Country people fo; 
our guide, taking leaue ofour Ccnerall, who was er 
treame ſicke of an Ague, and no hopc of any ſpœdy re- 
coucry.Aiſo we had thought to haue gone along with a 
Carrauand offoure hund ed and fifty ſtrong , which 
were bound fo; Agro: but the Captaine told vs, that 
they were to ſtay ſeuen daies longer; but ſaid, if war 
would trauciſome two daies iournp(which we might 
ſaſcly doe without any danger of therues) wsſhould 
meet uuth a greater Carrauand then they were. 

Do on the twelfth day, wee trauelled to a Towne 
called Caddor, ſome fifteenc courſe from thence,where 
we lap that night. 6 

Heere the Goucrno? hearing that wee were ſtran 
gers, 02 Chziſhans, demanded what we would haue, 
and whether we trauellcd : We anſwercd, to Agro, to 
the Bing,and that we came from Surrot. Then he aſ- 
ked vs what we would doe with the Bing? And when 
I heard him ſo inquiſitiue, J peremptozily anſwered, 
that my buſmeſſe was to great fo2 hun to know : but 
he ſaid , he would know it cre we went out of the 
Zowne : and J agaie replicd, that my buſmeſſe was 
ſuch,that I would goe out ot the Zowne and aſke him 
no leaue : and ſo making vs ready to depart, we ſaid, 
we would ſe who would ſtay vs, without a very law 
full occaffon : Then the Souernoꝛ ſent his Cotwall o: 
the Paio2 of the Zowne , who aſked vs whv we vſcd 
ſuchperempto2yſpeeches to the Gouerno? - Ue told 
him, we anſwered him in no woꝛſe manner then his 
place aid cahing deſerued,and that it was not fo2 him 


to force vs to acquaint hun with our buſmeſſe to the 
Ling, 
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king, and then we ſhewed him fhe Tan Canawes 
paſlc to the bing. Whercupon the Oouernoz came to 
vs again with twenty Gentlemen of the Towne, and 
by all meancs intreated vs to ſtay all naht, and what- 
ſocucr wee wanted that the Country could atzd, 
ſhould be at our ſeruice; and withall told vs, the way 
was dangerous, and very bad to traucll. 

Lhe next day we gaue him halfc a pound of Zobacs 
co foz a pꝛeſent, which wee b:ougtt out of Cngland, 
which he accepted very thankfully. 

The thirteuth dap we came to a Zowne called 
Saw bon, ſome 14 courſe from Caddor, but befoze w 
were halfe a courſe out of the Towne, the Gourr- 
nour ſent 12. Bozſemen with Launces, Bowes and 
Arrowes, to conduct vs ſome part of the wap that 
was moſt dangcrous, which was ſome 10. 02 12. 
Cngliſh miles. 

And when we came to Sau bon, we found the Car- 
rauand being zoo. Camels bound faz Agro, Ind 
were laden with Caftatcis, wzought Sukes, Cloth, 
Sugar, and other Commodities, ſome from Bram- 
port, ſome from Bengalla, and ſome from Cambaia. 

The 14. day we ſet fozwards with the Carrauand, 
and 2 ſome 12. courſe te a Ponaſlery called 
Tindey. 

The 15, day, we traucllcd ſome 1c. caurſe and 
lay in the wpds. 

The next day, we came to a great City calied Can- 
nowe, where is much trading foz Cloth, Swords, 
Shaſhes, Petes, and Armour tied en with ſtrings, 
being but onely Arrow pꝛofe. 

Chere is great ſtoꝛe of fruit, and colours fo; Di- 
ars, of all ſo:ts : and I thinke our Cngliſh cloth would 
be an execllent commoditv there:foz it us very cold, eſ 
ſpecially in January Febzuary and arch, foz it bea- 
reth to the No:thwards. 

Lhe 16. rav we trauelled ſome 14 courſe to a great 
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| Miner, called the Kiuer of Andee, which is as bzoad 
as the Thames at Woolwich, and runneth into the 
Bay of Bengalla, and this is the vtmoſt part oz boz- 
der of the Gentiles, and ane the 17. day we paſſed ouer 
: the miner and went out ofthe Geariles Countrep. 
The Gentiles will cat nothing that bledoth,and the 
Sim is their great god, Fo2,ſhould they eat un thing 
that bleedeth, they beleue that they may eat the ſoutes 
of their Father, Pother, Siſter,B2other, oz friends, 
that are deceaſed? Foz, they ſay, that when any one 
dieth, their bzeath p:eſently gocth into one beaſt oz 0- 
ther, g ſo, in eating that beaſt,a man may eat the ſoule 
of ſome friend together with the ficſh ol that beaſt, ſuch 
is their great blindeneſſe and ignozance. Nay moze, 
they doe make eucry limng thing their Idols: as, the 
firſt huing they mote in the mozning is their god 03 
ſaint foz that dap, to woꝛſhiy that, and ſo leauuig the 
Gentiles, we come to the Bulloits, o; Pithagoteans. 
The /. day we cane to the City of Cotta, where 
are many Surroyes, oz Innes, where Zraucllers may 
let their Camels, Yozſes o2 Catell,and coſt nothing. 
Alſo there are foure great Scholes ſoz lrannng 
lis to an Umnerſity : In this Countrey were two 
Bꝛothers being Kings ſonnes, who warred foz this 
City, being eight miles in compaſſe, and in the mid⸗ 
dle a great wall, and there they laid their Serdge, 
a long time. And at the lad the Bug of the Caſt part 
| got the victozy, and held the ſame ſoꝛ ſeuen yerres,and 
| then the great Mogol Tambcrlaine the firth ouettame 
the whole Countrey and tooke it into his hands. 
13 7 The 18. day,we went ten courſe to a great Tanck 
| oꝛ pole of water. line vntd ther zath, the water boiling 
out of the carth and is wirme. 

The 19. day, wur krauelled ſome 15. courſe fo a 
| Downs called Sanday where is great froze of Cel, 
1 une Spaniſh Hol, here are made great fee of Caps 
; to couer Zurbants, ſcit gounes to ride in, both fine 

and 
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and courſe, there are great ſtoze of ſhepe, and ſomuch 
Sugar, that thev fed hozſes therewith as we do with 
pꝛouender, alſo there are godly Purroves 02 Juncs 

foz hozſemen and fotmen. 

The 20. dap, wa trauclled ſome fiftene courſe. 
to a great Surroy, nere vnto a Ponaſteru, where wer 
bad great ſtoze of fruit called Mangces bring like an 
Apple, and haue a tone as big as an Ap:itocke,and in 
ſent oꝛ taſte, and is excellent gocd fo2 the Flixe, and 
are there much eſteemed of. 

The 21. day we trauelled twelue courſe to a mall 
village, called Lee.” 

The 22. day woe trauelled ſome 16. courſe to a City 
called Eaſman, where is a great Buſſart oz Parket 
fo: the countrev people, foz Mall, Cotten, Cotten 
pearne, &ws:ts, Jauchns, and other weapons fo: 
the warres. : 

The 23. day, wer came to a little Zowne called 
Zingreene, fome 14. courſe, where is great ſtoze of 
Oad, and aboundance of D2ugs fo: Durs. 

The 24. day, we trauclled 16. courſe to a Ci 

tie called Barrandonn where are great ſto:e of Per⸗ 
chants of the Bannians and Meſulipatanians. 

It is a City where the great Carrauans mert, and 
there is great trade of Merchandiſe, fo: Cloth, Sha⸗ 
ſhes, Armour, fozmen and Voꝛzſes, Coats of Male, 
Armour of Arrow pꝛofe, bombaſt Veadpeeces, and 
Clephants teeth, alſo-many wilde Clephants in the 
Countrep: here we ſtaicd two dates and leſt our Car- 
rauant in the City. 

The . dap we toke our tourney fozwards, and 
by the way we met with a Con o: Unight of that ' 
Countrev, with fourty Yozſe being bound fo: Agro, 
and frfty-ſhot, with whom wo alſo kept company, be 
ing about 140. ſtrong, and trauelled in the Deſart 
ſome ſire dares, where are great ſto:e of wude Elc⸗ 


phants, Lions, Z ygars, Cat of Pountaines, Po2- 
F pentines, 
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pentines and other wilde 'beaſts innumerable, but 
thoſe wee ſaw. Theſe Deſarts are 100. courſe long, 
where euer night we made great fires round about 
our tents, to ſhunne the dangers of the wilde bcaſts : 
This Con oz Knight told vs the nature oz wit of the 
Clcphant, who knowing he ig hunted to death foz his 
te th, will goc to a tree ana there by maine fo:ce will 
wung oꝛ weſt his teeth aut of his head, knowing that 
ſo he ſhall liue ſecure and free from that danger, and 
this he p:otcfted to be true. 

Thc third of December, we paſt thoſe Oeſarts and 
came to a Zoune called Tranado. 

The fourth dap, we trauclled ſome 16. courſe to a 
Zowne called Zaioberdce, where is hay, cozne, and 
graine, great plenty. 

Che fifth day we trauclicd ſome 18. courſe to a City 
called Handec, where the Bing hath a Caſtle and 
houſe, cut out of the mame Kocke, and w2ought with 
carued woꝛke round about. This Caſtle is inuincible, 
and hath fifty perces of ©2dinance in it. | 

Chere lap in this Caſtle, when wee were there 200, 
Bnights, Captaines, and other Gallants, that had 
tranſgreſſed the Law, oz the Bings commandement, 
as in Zreaſon, Rebellion,and ſuch like matters. Al- 
ſo, in this City are two houſes much like Saint lones, 
where Captaines and Cauiliers, that haue bene mai⸗ 
med, and hurt in the warres,do liue, and haue cach one 
a Pammother a day being nine pence Engliſh, and 
mcat and d2unke at the Kings allowance. 

The 6. day we came to the Riner of Tamluo, which 
runneth into the Riuer Indus, which parteth the Coun- 
tries of the Pythagoreans, and the Indeſtands. | 

The Pichagorcans in fozmer times haue birne a 
vile and treacherous kinde of people, and had a Law 
that when the huſband died, the wife ſhould be alſo 

burnt, which is holden till this day, though not in ſo 
ſtrict a mener, foznow ſhe may refuſe it, but then 
her 
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garment, which among them is reputed moſt vile and 
batefull, that the baſeſt lane in the Countrep will not 
ſuccoz noz releeue her though ſhe ſhould ſtarue. 

Now, the cauſe why this Law was firſt made, was, 
fo2 that the women there were ſo fickle and inconſtant, 
that,vpon any ſight occaſton of diſlike oz ſplene,they 
would poiſon their vs. Whereas now the eſta 
buſhing and erecutung of this Law, is the cauſe that 
moueth the wife toloue and cheriſh her huſband, and 
wiſhcth not to ſuruiue him. 

As fo; example, Jſawa young woman the wife of 
a Doctsz, whoſe huſband being dead, ſhe made choiſe 
to bee carried in a Pageant, by foure men, ſhes 
being cloathed in Lawne, and her head deacked with 
Jewels and rich Omaments, and befoze her went 
Paſike of all ſozts that the Countrey affo2ded, as 
Poeboies, D2uans, fifes, and Trumpets, and next 
vn to her all her kindzed, and ſo ſh& was b:onght to 
the place of Exttution, where was a ſtake and a hols 
to (ct her fert in, and ſo being tied to the take, all her 
kindꝛed kneting round about her, 4 pzaping to the ſun 
and thoir ather Jdols, the fire was ſet to her, ſhe ha- 
uung vnder each arme a bagge of gumpowder, and a 
bagge betwirt her legges, and ſo burnt to death, the 
fire being made of Beniamin, Stozare, Lignomal 
Hes, and other ſweet wods. Thus much fo2 the Bul- 
los, and ſo to the Indeſtands, and the next day we tra 
ue lled ſome ten courſe to a Towne called Addar. 

Lhe eight day, wee trauciled ſome 26. courſe, and 
tame to thegreat City of Agro where the great Mo- 

goll kepeth his Court and reſidence. 

The ninth day Captame Hauk ins came to vs, and 
b2onght vs befoze the King, as it is the cuſtome and 
mann-r of the Countrep. Foznoftranger mu ſtap a- 
boue twenty foure houres befoze he be bꝛought be foꝛe 
the Uung to know what her is. = whercfoze her com 
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meth. Alſo enery ſtranger muſt pꝛeſent the King with 
ſome pꝛeſent, be it neuer ſo ſmall, whichhe will not 
refuſe. And JI gaue him fo2 a pzeſent, a ſmall whifle 
cf gold, waighing almoſt an ounce, ſet with ſparks of 
Knbies, which hee toke and whillteled therewith al 
moſt an houre. Alſo I gaue hun the pictu:c of Saint 
Iohns head cut in Amber and Gold, which he alſo re- 
cctued very gratioufly. 

The whiltie hee gaue to one of his great women, and 
the picture to Sultane Caroone his vongeſt ſonnc. Mis 
clacſtſon rebelled, and is in pziſon with his eies ſea⸗ 
led vp, and it is noiſed amongſt the common people 
that his cies are put aut · But it was told me by a 
great man, that they are but ſcaled vp. Vis name is 
Natte ſha Shelham, which in out language is heire ap- 
parant to the Crowne : Mis ſecond ſonne 1:ucth with 
him and is called Sultane Nawbree, and hint her think- 
eth to make his heire apparant : Mis third ſonne is 
called Sultane Lawlle,and is Uiccrop of Liherne : His 
fourth ſonne us called Sultane Lill, and is Aicerov of 
the Gentiles, and theſe are his fine lonnes. Alſo her 
bath ten Aicerovs moꝛe vnder hun, that gonem ten ſe⸗ 
ue rall Pꝛouuices oʒ Countrics,viz. Can Cano Uices 
rov of the Guzarats : Can Iohn Ticerop of the Bulloi-, 
tes: Michall Can Uicerop of the Bannians : How ſouer 
Can, Uiccrop of Cambaia : Hodge Iohn, Utccrop of 
Bengolla : Michaell Can, Uiteroy of the Hendownes : 
Sawder Can Uicerop of the Puttans, an d he licthin the 
City of Candahar : Allee Can Uicerop of the Bullo- 
chies, and lieth in the Cityof Buckera : Sau ber Can, 
Ticeroy ofthe Multans, and Can Bullard Wicerop of 
the Indeſtands. 

Theſe are the names ofhis ten Aiceroys, ber ing all 
Veathens, but very wozthy men, and erpert in the 
warres. Pe hath a great number of Noble men to 
attend on him. An Carle is called a Nawbob, and 
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eth ab:oad : fo2 at home none attend him but Cuenu⸗ 
ches oz gelded men. 

Vis Lo2d chiefe Juſtice is an Cuenuch, and is cal; 
led Awlce Naw bob: he is thought to ber wet twen 
ty Englich mulions: Ver keapeth twenty Clephants, 
one hundzcth and fifty Camels and Dꝛoue daries, and 
nue hundzeth Yozſe to attend on him. 

The Loꝛd Treaſurer is a-mighty man, called Sul- 
tan Carowdon : Pe hath fozty Elephants to attend 
him, two hundzeth Camels and D2omedaries, and 
one thouſand Vozſe at his ſeruice. And when he com- 
meth to ſit in his place of Juſtice, he is bꝛought vpory 
an Clephant clad in cloth of gold 03 Mucr, and ſome- 
times in a Pollankan, carried by foure ſlaues, he lving 
in it, as it her lay in a cradle, in as great pomp and caſc 
as may ber, and hath four mates of ſnuer and gilt car 
ricd befoze hun, and ten banners, and as great atten 
dance, as if hee were a King ; vet on Tweſdates and 
Thurſdaies the Bing humſelfc ſits in Judgement of 
all cauſes : He cuſtomcthall ſtrangers gods himſelfe, 
the cuſtome beeing but ſmall at his pleaſure, as ſome 
tunes, the value of ten ſhillings , cuſtometh gods 
woꝛth two hundzeth pound. Alſo if a Perchant ſtran- 
ger, b:ing wares oz merchandize from a farre Coun: 
trey: as from Chyna, Bengalla, and thinketh her ſhall 
make a bad voiage, oz loſe thereby: if he acquaint the 
King therewith, and that the merchandize ber fit foz 
kings, Piinccs, and Noble men, the King himſelfe 
will take part thereof, andcauſc his Nobles to take 
the reſt, at ſuch rates as the Perchant, ſhall not only 
bee a ſaucer, but agreat gamer thereby. 

The Mogoll, lyueth in as great Rate and pompe a8 
may be dentſed, bath foz cPateſtte and p2incely pleaſure; 
fo2 het had bzought befoze him every day during our a; 
bade there, 50. Elephants ropall, clas in cloth of golde 
and luer, with dzums fifes and trumpets, whereof , 
ſame fight one with anot Aa! 5 one anothet ve- 
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ty deadly, and cannot be parted but with Rackets of 
wilde fler, made round like hopes and ſo run the ſamein 
their faces, and ſome of them fight with wilde dozſes, as 
one Clephant with 6.hozſes, whereof de hath killed 2.111- 
ſtantly by claſping his trunck about their neckes, and (0 
pulling them to him , with his teeth bzeaketh their 
necks. 

Allo there ate tame Clephants (hat will take the vi- 
ceropes ſonnes being the Bings pages wh their 
truncks, gapingas they would eat them, and pet verie 
gently will ſet them vpon his owne head, and hauing lit - 
ten there a god ſpace, will ſet them downe againe ont 
their ft as tendecly as a mother would ſet downe her 
owne childe, doing them no harme at all. 

The Elephant wil not goe out of the ſight of his fe- 
male, no2 will he be tuled if he doe, this J can ſpeake by 
expetiente hauing (ene triall made thereof, Alſo euery be 
Clephant,hath 3. 02 4. females,and J ſawone that had 
4+ females and 12. yong ones of his owne begetting. 

There ingendzing together is ſtrange, fo2 the female 
lieth downe on her backe, and he commeth vpon her, and 
ſo ingender. But if he perceive any man to beholde o; 
ſe him thus ingendzing hee will kill dim il he can. 

Alſo the ing hath Deate, Kammes, Uernathoes o: 
Beaz02s, Lyons, Leopards, and CAolues, that fight be- 
fozebim. Alſo if a Cauiltet be condemned fo: any of! 
fence and iudged to die hema by the cuſtom ofthe Toun- 
tex. raue combate with a Lion fo2 bis life, (which the 
King denteth to none that crave it )as fo2 example, ſaw 
one, that at the firſt incounter ſtroke the Lion with his 
fiſt that he felled him, bat the Lion recovering, returned 
with great futie and violence, and caught ſuch hold on 
dim that he rent out his guts, with the heart and liver 
and ſs toze him in peeces,and this was petloʒmed befo;e 
the King. 

Aiſo there are hozſcs that fight with Allega*o2s o2 
Crocodiles in Zancks 02 ponds of Water where J alſo 
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law one Allegato; kill 2. tone bozſes at one time. There 
is alſo a faire Kiuec called [ndawe, running from thence 
to Meſopotamia, & carrieth boats 02 lighters of 40. tun, 
and is cepleniſhed with fiſh of all ſo ata. 

Alſo there are 4. Baſats 02 martets euery day in the 
werke, and great ſtoze oſall things to be bought and ſold 
there,and at a very reaſonable tate. As a hen fo 2.pence, 
aTarkey foz 6. pence,a hue deare fo; a dollat a ſheep ſo 
2. ſhillings, a goat ſoz 2. ſhillings, a couple of oren (02 4. 
dollars. being 16. ſhillings Rerling,a god hogge foz 2-ſhil- 
lings, but none buy them but Ch2iſtians, ano nons ſell 
them but the Bannyans, who bzeed them, and as much 
— 3+ pence as will ſexue 3. reaſonable men at a 
mea 

Alſo great ſfoze of fruit, as Timmons, ©zanges,Apri- 
cocks, Gzapes, Peares, Apples and Plummes; But 
with their grapes they make no wines becauſe their 
lawes fozbid it: Alſo Raiſons as great and as 
Raiſonsof Damaſko, with great ſtoze of cloth of golds 
veluets and ſilkes out of Peciia, and ilkes and cloth of 
gold from Chyna, but thoſe are courſe and lowe pziſed ; 
but abandance are their vended; and Captaine lis 
kins thinketh that our Richer filkes, veluets, and ſuch 
luke would beercellent god commodities there. 

Buteſpecially our Cloth of light conlozs. Foz there 
is no Cloth, bat a kind of courſe Cloth ike Cotton, which 
is made at Lyhore, and at a Towne called Elmeere : 
and their fineſt and beit, is a kind of courſe ted cloth, like 
aUemcered,and this is the vſuall wearing foz the chic: 
eſt Cauiliets and theſe are all the places ofclothing that 
I could by any meanes heare of. in all thatCountry. 

The wozd Mogoll, in their language is as much 
as to ſay,the great white Ring :o de is a white man and 
of the Rate of the Tartates. Me is Kingpf many Kings 
domes, and w2iteth himſelfe in dis tile, Patteſhav Shel- 
ham S$ho;h,thatis,the King ofallthe great copnes. Fo 


thece is a ſcuerall coyne at Lahore, anothex at Brampor t, 
another 
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another at S urrot, anether at Cambaia, another at S+b- 
barton, and another at Awgru , And foz his ſeuerall 
Aingdomes, de is King, of the Guzarats, of the Banni- 
ans of the Bulloits of Callicot and Bengo'la wh ich are 
Gentiles, of the Indcitands of the Mo golles, of the Hen- 
douus, of the Moltans, of the Puttans, of the Bullochies, 
and of the Alkeyſors, with ſome others, which J cannot 
particularly name. Alſo he wziteth himſelfe the nynths 
King from ſamberlaine. And to this his great file be is 
alſo of as great power , wealth and commande, vet wall 
he vrge none of what Nation ſoencr to fozſaks their Re- 
ligions, but eſteemeth any man ſomuch the better, by 
bowmuch the moze he is firme ano conſtant in his Re- 
ugion, and of all other he maketh moſt accompt of Chzt- 
ſiians, and will allow them double the meanes that hes 
giueth to any other nation, and keepeth continually two 
 Chaiſtians Friars,to converſe with them in the Chaiſtt 

an Religion and manners of Chuſtendeme. De bath 
alſo the picturs of our Lady in the place of his pzater oz 
Religious pzoceedings, and hath oftentimes (aid that 
be could find in dis heart to be a Ch2iſtian, if they had 
not ſo many Gods: There was at my being there an 
Armenian Chziſtian that in hope of gaine and pzefer- 
ment turned Moe, which being told the King, be ſaide, 
if be thought to ſane bis ſouls thereby, that was a ſuffi- 
cient Kecompence foz bim, but ds would cather baus 
1 bunſelfe till a Chai 


The Mogoll is alſo verie bountifull , fo2 to one that 
gave him a little deere be gaue 1000, Rackees, being 
100, pound ſterling,alſo to another that gaue him a cou- 
ple of land ſpannels, he gaue the like reward,and to ano - 
ther that gane htm two Cocks he gave 2000. Ruckers. 

Alſo there be excellent faite Bawkes of all ſozts from 


the Goſhauke ts the @parehauke , and great ſtoze of 
game , as Pheſants, Partriges , Plouers,Quailes , 
Pallard, and of allother ſozts of fowlein great plentie. 

There 
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There ate no great dogges but a kind of Pungrels, 

whereof two wil hardly tull a deate in a whole day, and 
vet they are ſo choile over them, that they make them 
coates to keps them warme and cleane. Ro baue 
ther any patkes but Fozreſts, and Commons, wherein 
any man max bunt that will, ſaue only withins, miles 
of Agra roundabout which is lymitted and reſcrucd fo 
the Kings pꝛuate pleaſure onelp. 
Te ting hatt thece begun « goodiy monument 
fo; his Father, which hath been alceacy 0+ vatts in buil⸗ 
ding, and will hardly be finiſhedin 5. feetes moe, and 
pet there are continually 5000, Wozktmen at worte 
thereon. 

Che ſubſtance therof, is vety fine matble, curtcuſly 
w;ought. | 

It is in ſoꝛme 9. ſquare , being 2. Englich miles a- 
bout and 9. Ueies in bright. 

Alſo, it was credibly repozted vato me by a ChaiNian 
Friar (who ſolemnly pzateffted he heard the King dim 
ſelfe ſpeake it) that hee intended to beſtow a hundzeth 
nuilions of Treaſure on that monument. 8 

And hauing viewed and ſeen this great and rich Ci 
fie of Agra with the pleaſures and Commodities there- 
of; on the 18.day of lanuatie m ſelfe with loſcph Sale- 
bancke and lohn Frencham, went to the King and cra⸗ 
ned his Paſe foz England , who very courteouſly de- 
mu ded of vs if we would ſerne him in his wars, offering 
vs what maintenance we would aſke of him; which wa 
bambly excuſes both in regard of this our voiage,wher- 
in diners others beſids our ſelues, were partugrs, 4s 
alſo. in regard we had TAines and Chuld zen in our oſone 
Countrie, to whom both by Lats and Nature, wee were 
bound to make returne, if it were poſſible ; whereupon 
moſt gractoufly de granted vs his Paſſe, vnder his hand 
and great Scale, ſoz our ſafeconduc thozow al his n ing⸗ 
domes and Dominions. Then his chiefe Secretary , 


went with vs to his third Nuene (fozit is ſaid that de 
© hath 
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hath ten Quenes, one thouſand Concabines, and two 
hund;eth Euenuche s.) And this Quene is keper of his 
great © oale, where it was ſealed and delivered vnto vs, 
Chen J alſo went to the chiefe Friar, and craved his let- 
ters, aſwell to the Kings and Þ unces, whoſe Kingdoms 
and Domintons we wes to palle thozow, as alſoto the 
Clecgy and places of Religion, which he mo willingly 
granted, being 2 man of great Credit there, andgreatly 
eſteined and well knowne in other Kingdomes. 

Alſo bee gaue me his letieis of commendations to one 
lohn Midnall an Engliſh Perchant oz Fade, who had 
lien in Agroe tha perres : but befoze J came into Eng; 
land lohn Mida was gone againe fo; the Caſt Indies, 
and A delicered his letter to M'.Grrexavyay Des 
puty gouerno2 in London foz the Companyof the Caſt 
Indian Merchants. 

The one and twentieth dap, wer toke out leave of 
Captaine Hawkins, whom wee left therein great credit 
with the King, bering allowed one hundzeth Ruck ers a 
day which is ten pound ſerling, and is intitaled by the 
name ofa Can, which is a Knight, and kepeth company 
with the greateſt Roblemen belonging to the King : and 
bee ſ@meth very willing ts doe his Country gad. And 
this is aſnuch as J can ſap concerning him. 

The 22. day we twke our tourney towards England, 
being 5. Eaglich wen viz , my ſelfe, loſeph Salebancke, 
John Frencham, Richard Martin, and Richard Fox, and 
Guilliam Aſ::lce& Poze our guide, and travelled to- 
wards l pahan in Pcr(ia,and ſo with 5.ho:ſes and 2.Ca- 
mels , ws take the wap to Brany, becauſe lohn Mida 
bad gone the way by Labor befoze , al's this way was 
bat two moneths tourney, though very daagerons and 
that by Lahor was 4-moneths tonrney aud without dan- 
ger, vis. 

From Agra we came to Fetterharre being 12. courſe. - 
And fr6 thence to Bianic being 12.courſe moze. And this 
is the cyiefeſt place ſo; Indico in all the Caſt —_ 

where 
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where are 12. Indico Pilles. 

T he lndico groweth in ſmall buſhes like goſbcrry 
buſhes and carrieth a ſede like Cabbege ſ&d. And 
being cut down is laid on heapes fo: halfa vare to rot 
and then b:ought into a vault to be troden with Oren 
to tread the Indico from the ſtalkes, and ſo to the 
Miles to be ground very fine: and laſtlp, is boiled in 
Furnaces, and very well refined and ſozted into ſe 
uerall ſozts. 

A ſere of In dito in Biany is woꝛth ten pence, which 
ſete doth contame twenty ounces at the lcaſt. Zhis 
mom to be true and bzought a ſample of the Indico 
home with me. And foz this Indico 4 the Anneeclc that 
is made thereof. there is much trading of Merchants, 
from Agro and Lahore. 

Che 25. day, we came to Hendowne, being twenty 
fiue courſe, this is an ancient faire City, where is al 
ſogedſto;c of courſe Indico. 

The 26, day, we came to Mogoll being 14. courſe. 
This is aſmall market Zowne,whcrearc alſo courſc 
Indico and Callicoes. 

The 27. day we went ſome 12. courſe to a ſmall 
Uillage called Halſtot. 

The 28. day, we trauclled 12. courſe to a ſmall 
Uulage called Chatſoe, where arc ſhape and goats 
great ſtoze, and very cheape. 

The 29. bay, we went 12. courſe to a ſmall Town 
called Laddanna, and there arc grcat ſtoze of Cotton 
Mals. . 

The zo. day, we went cight courſe to a ſmall town 
called Molabad, whert is grtat ſtoꝛe of tone. 

The zi. day we went 1 2. courſe to Bandaſon aſmal 
Tillage. 

Che firſt dayof Neb:uary we came to a faire Niuct 
called Pad dat that runncth to Cuz arar, and this Kiuer 
parteth the Dommions of the Indeſtands and Hen- 


do nes and fallcth ints the gulph of Perſia, And from 
G2 thence 
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thence we went to the City of Eſmeere, being twelue 
courſe from Bandaſon, 

Verre the great Mogol hath a ſtately houſe where 
arc 5ontinually kept 600. Clephants, and 1000, Boy 
ſcs, foz the warres to be ready at the Kings com- 
mand. 

There is great ſtoze of wols, and much cloathing 
fo; courſe cloth and cottens, alſo Jauelns, Bowes 
and Arrowes, Armour, Swoꝛds, and other weapons 
fo; - 1 and two LSaſars oz Parkets cuery 
wake. 

Che Indeſtands are very gallant people, and great 
Merchants into moſt parts of the ws;ld. 

Lhe ſccond day, wee went into the Hendownes 
Countrev, ſome 12. courſe, and came to Richmall, 
whers is great ſtoʒe of Game, and a pleaſant place fo; 
hawking and hunting. 

The fourth day, we went 12. courſe, to Mearta, 
a faire City, where J ſaw thze faire and ancient 
Zombes oz Ponuments of the Hendownes, there are 
th:o& Baſars 02 Parkets cuery werke. Alſo great toze 
of Indico, cotten woll, varne, and cloth. 

This City in my indgement is as big as tho City 
of Exceter, 

The ſixth dap we went ſome twelue courſe to Hur- 
ſallo, a ſmall Cillage. 

The ſeuenth day we went 14. coutſe to Lauara, a 
ſmall village, where is great ſtoze of Conte, Cattell, 
and Sheepe and very god cheape. 

The eight dap, we went 12. courſe to Tory, a 
Towne of Carriſon of the Hendownes. 

The ninth dap, we went 11. courſe to Chummo a 
(mall Cillage. 

The tenth dap, we went 13. courſe to Moulto a 
Uillage. 

The 11. dap, we went 10. courſe to Pucker a ſmall 
Ulllage. 

The 
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The 12. dap, we went 12. courſe to Senawra alittle 


Zowne. 
The 13. day, we went but flue courſe to Balonpee 


a ſmall village. 

Che 14. day,we went ftue courſe moze to Giſlemee- 
re, a faire City, andhathinit a ſtrong Caſfte, where 
lyeth a grand Camlier. Alſo there is great trading of 
Merchandize by Land, and in the Caſte are thirty 
ptetes of Ozdinance. 

The 18. day, we went from thence ſome 14. courſe 
ouer the ſands, that part the Hendownes and Mul- 
tans, and lap in the fields. 

Che Hendownes arenaturally diſcended from the 
Gentiles, pet refuſe no manner of meat, fleſh, noz fiſh, 
and are many of them very notable therues. They 
pzay naked, d:efſe and cat their mcat naked, and 
where they dꝛe ſle and tat their meat, they make a cir- 
cle, within which circle none muſt enter, during 
the tune of their dzefſing and eating their meat. 

Their women are bzought vp of childzen with ſhac- 
kles, ſome of ſiluer, ſome of b:aſſe, and ſome of J. 
ron on their legs, and ruigs in their earcs, all which 
are ſhil increaſed oz made bigger as they grow in 
vteres and bignefle, ſo that in time they haue holes in 
their earesſagreat that a man may thzuſt his hand 
tho ow. Alſo they doe weare bzacelets of Clephants 
tecth about their armes from the w2iſt to the elbow. 

The 19. day, we went eight courſe and lay in the 
Fields. A 

The 20. day, wee went 12. courie moze, and lav 
in the fields. 

The twenty one day, we went 12. courſe and lap 
by a wellſome 6c, fathome deepe, where water was 
very ſcarſe. 

The 22. day, we tranelled 16. courſe, where woe 
conld get no better water then was almoſt halfe Cow 
pille. 
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The 23. dap we went (ome 15. courſe and lay in 
| the fields. 


The 24. day, we went ſome fine courſe and came 
to thꝛer Townes, viz, Roree, Buckar, and Sucker, 
where is a gallant freſh Ringer, and (mall (hips that 
may goe to Armooſe, as the Zown(men repozt. Now 
the ſhipping belongeth to Roree, being ſome fifty o; 
ſixty ſaile, and are of the burden of fourty,fiftp,and ſir- 
ty tun, whereby there is trade of Perchandize as far 
as the coaſt of Molindee, andas far as Moſcmbique, 
and this Riuer falleth ints the gulyh of Verſia. 

Buckar ſtandeth in the middle of the Miner, which 
make th it in fozme of an Jland, and is beſides very 
ſtrongly built. 

The Indians cal this Kiner,the Riner of Damiadec. 

And in this Towne ofBucker, lieth Allce Can the Mo- 
. $0 ols UAicerov of the Bullochies, who are ſuch a ſtub- 
me r rebellious people that he keepeth that ſtrong 
hold of purpoſe toroftire bnto, and to gather a head 
— renew his fozces, at all aflaies, to ſuboue and 
keepe them in awe and obedience, which notwithſtan- 
ding he tan hardly doe. Alſo this Allee Can is a very 
wozthp and bountufull Pzince, who gaue vs 'very gal- 
lant and kinde entertainment and commanded vs to 
coms dayly to his Court, where we had both coſtly 
and plentifull diet at all times, and here wee left 10. 
Frencham (one of our company) ſicke. 

Sucker is a Towne conſiſting molt of Meauers 
and Diars, and liue by cloathing,and ſerut the Conn 
treyround about, and this 1s the firſt Zowne of thc 
Bullochies. And Rorec the laſt confine towne of the 
Multans who are god huſbandmen and patnefull peo 
ple, and dealt much in Berchandize, as Cloth, Indi 
co, and other commodities, and are very god people 
ta deale withall, pet their Religion is Mahometicall. 

At Sucker we ſtated 24. dates and moze foz2 a Cof 
filo o: Conuoy, Fo; the Captaine of the Caſtie would 

not 
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not ſuffer vs to goe without one, becauſe the way was 
dangerous and full of Thenes, which afterwards we 
found true, fo2 had we not by the great pꝛouidence of 
God) e ſcaped their hands, it had coſt vs our lines,and 
pet it coſt vs ſome money beſides. 

The 25. day of Parch, 1610. wir came from $uc- 
ker and traueiled ouet the plaines ſome the courſe oz 
thercabouts. 

The 26. day wee trauelled thzough the wo ds 02 
Deſarts ſome the courſe moze. 

The 27. day, wer went ther courſe moze thzough 
the Deſarts, and there wee tale in water foz two 
dates, which was but bad water neither, but there 
wasno better to be had, noz any towne to come to, 
bntill we came to Gorra, ſome eight courſe diſtant 
from thence, which was on the 28. day at night, here 
we reſted two dates and were very well died, yet 
being a Zowne of the Bullochics and Hebels, we 
were in great feare, but we foundno ſuch cauſe, God 
be pꝛaiſed. 

The Bullochies are an- caters, being men ofhuge 

limmes and pꝛopoztion euen giantike, noz art they 

— any Religion at all, ſaue only that they wozthip the 
unne. 

The 21. day, we came to Norry, being about 10. 
courſe, and this is the laſt Towne, of the Bullochies ; 
and ſo to the Puttans. 

Che firſt day of Apaill, we toke our tourney oner 
the plaines earelyin the mozning, and about bzeake 
of day wee met with tenne 02 twelue men plaping 
on Fiddles, as if they had come in friendly maner to 
welcome vs, but inderd they were no better then 
Zhecues that intended to rob and pillege vs, foz by 
the Sun riſmg wer were beſet round with them and 
their companions, whoſe certaine number we could 
not diſcerne noʒ know. 

And though wir had a Caffrioe oz Conuoy of two 

hund2ed 
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hundꝛed ſtrong, yet wer were glad to intreat the Cay 
| taine of that vnruly Crew to ſtand our friend, and 
| a both to bzibe him pztuatly, and to pay openly beſides 
in the name ofa cuſtom, twenty Checkeen oes in gold, 
no; would all this haue ſerued the turne, but foz the 
Mogols Paſſc vader his hand aud great ſcale, which 
they much feared, but that all our thꝛoats had bene 
| cut, as other in greater number had fo2merly bene; 
| pet at laſt vpon this friendly compoſition, they gar 
eed and conducteo vs th:zough theit Countrey, vn- 
till wer were paſt all danger, and ſo departed, and 
that day wee travelled ſome nine courſe ouer the 
plames, and vwke vp our lodging in the plaine 
' Fielvs. 
The ſecond day wee trauelled ſome eight courſe to 
a Towne called Daddor, where we reſted two 
dates. 
The fifth day, we trauclled eight courſe ouer the 
mountaines. 
The ſixth dap, we went ten courſe auer the moun- 
taines. 
Theſenenth day, we went eight courſe oner the 
Pountaines. 
The eight day, we went eight courſe to Vacheſto, 
a Towne ot ciuul and quiet Gouerrnment, where wee 
reſted that night.

This City of 1|pahawoe, is agallant City, and one 
ofthe pꝛincipall Cities of Perſia, and aboundeth in 
trafique of all ſozts of Perchandize. There are ma 
ny great @Þurroies, where are houſcs made of purpoſe 
fo the laping in and keeping of Perchants gods, and 
to harbour and lodge themſclues and their Camels 
Hoſes oz other Cattle, and pzouiſton; the pꝛoſits of 
which Surroies redound to the King only. 

The whole Countrey aboue a hundzed miles 
round about, doe wholly and gencrally trade to this 
Citv with their chiefeſt and beſt commodities. There 
13alſo a place in fozine like the Exchange, of an ineſti 
mable wealth, where is nothing to be ſold but things 
of great value and ws;th. As Cloth of gold, ſuluer and 
tiſſue, ſattans, vclucts, Jewels and pcarles. In cnc 
end are nothing but raw ſilkes, in another end arc 
twiſted and w2ought filkes. In another none but 
Merchanttadoꝛs, who ſell, all ſozts of apparell ready 
made, as it1s in Birchuig lane, but farre moze rich, 
and all of the Pran faſhion, as, ſutes ot cloth of gold 
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and ſiluer, veluct, ſatten, taff:ty, Callico and none 
= almoſt cf any woꝛſer ſozts. 


Alſo there is great ſtoꝛe of Indico and Ann cle, and 
cf all maner of Dzugs, which are ſold by Jewes 
and other ſtrangers, that ſend them thither, and haue 
continuall trading there. 

Alo there are Cainels, the beſt and ſtrongeſt that 
arc to bæœ found, with gallant Vozſcs and Nules a 
bundance. Fo: whereas an o2dinary Camels load 1s 
tue hund2ed waight, the Perſian Camels load is vſus 
ally co. waight. 

The Shan bath or, as we call him, the Bing hath 
there diuers gallant and Tately houſes, and banque 
ting houſes, with O:chards, Gardens, Spungs, 
ponds of water, walks and Galleries, as plcaſantly 
ſcated and artificially contriued, as can be thought o: 
deuiſed. But the Bing himſcelfe befoze my comming 
thither, was remoued to a place called Tobrin, as it 
was told me by the Ch:1ſhan Friars. 

Andat his chiefeſt houſe ſtanding auer againf the 
great Baſar 02 Parket place, there are god ſtoze of 
bꝛalle Ozomance o2derly planted befoze the gate 
thereof, fo: defence 1fnede be, as namely, two Demy 
Cannons, two whole Culuermgs, two Cannon Pe- 
dꝛars, and thirty other fteldPeeces. 

Alſoheere I made enquiry of Baſter Robert Sher- 
ley, thinking to haue had ſome alliſtance, and better 
directions from hun, o2 by bis pꝛocurement, in my 
Tourney, but it was tolo me directly that hue was de 
parted ſome ſeucn months befoꝛe foꝛ England, and had 
his way by the Cathian Seas. being two months Jour, 
nep from lipahawn : Chat is to ſav, hunſel to, and his 
wille, being a woman of arc it wozth and eſtemc in 
that Coumtrev, with Camets and Voꝛſes to carry his 
treaſure. ute, and wouiſton, and manpattendants 
both men and women.

Among 
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Amongſt the Perſians the Sultans oz Gentlemen, ar d 
men of better ſozt, arc gallant men, and of ciuill end 
courteous behanicur : but the baſer ſozt, are ſullen, 
vnciuill, and men of very bad conditions. And gene⸗ 
rally they doe wo:thip Mahomet, and are common 
2-nggercrs, as the Turks are, vet they are people that 
labour cxtreamceiv, as in digging, planting, and ſow- 
ing, and in picking of Cotten wall, and other well, 
in ſpinning and making Coats, and other things of 
Felt. Noz haue they alnoſt any rathe there, but by 
ertreamc labour, let the water out of the Riuers, into 
their Paſtures and Co:ne grounds. 

T here are god ſherpe and goats plenty, but D ine 
and Oren are very ſcarce. Alſo Zurkies and Vennes 
and other ſo2ts of foules plenty. 

And there a man may traucil without danger of 
robbing, fo; it is there a ſtrange thing ts heare cf a 
therfe. And ſomuch fo: Perſia and the Perſians. 

The firſt dap of September, wee trauciled twelus 

ſongs to a great Zowne called Sabbetcam, being 
the firſt towne that wer came to in Arabia, where are 
growing great ſtoze of Pomgranats, which the Ara- 
bians doe call Anarres. This is a Zowne of Garriſen 
of the Arabians, and here wee ſtaied a day anda night. 

The third day, we trauelled fouretcenc fozſengs to 
a toune called Buldad where we alſo paid cuſfome, 
and herre we ſkaicd a day and a night. This is alſo a © 
towne of Carriſon and full of thanes, and at our 
tomming out of the towne, loicph Salebancke one 
my Compamons ſtaying but a little behind the C 
fcloc oʒ Connoy, was by the Arabians robbed. ffripped 
and ertreamely beaten and hurt. So that if by chance 
x bad not reſerurd ſome 100. Chickenors, we had 


taen bene both quite deſtitute of money to b:ing vs 
rome into our Countrep. , 
he ſirth day wer trauellcd eighterne fozſongs to 
the great City cf Bagder, oꝛ Babylon, where we tated 
I vntul 
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vntill the twentie two day of October following. 
This City ſtandeth vpon the great Rtuer Euphrates, 
and is a great, rich , and trong City, with mighty 
ſtrong wals, whereon are planted 100. and twentp 
"2&ces of bzalle o:dinance. 

Aiſo there are ſhips mall and great to the number 
of 300. (ile, bAcnging to this Citie, and great trade 
of merchandize both by water and land. 

It is not paſt 4.y&res Gnce the Turke wan this City 
ſrom the Perſia ſts. 

Alle there is a lating bzidge built vpon ; z. great 
[:7hters ſtrongly chained and faſtened together, from 
Bugdad euet Euphrates to olde Babilon ſtanding oucr 
egainit Bugdad on the other ſide of the Riuer. And 
within a league from thence ſtandeth the Remainder 
of the Unynated Tower of Babell , being one of the 
wondcrs of the wozld. 

In Bugdad,lieth one of the Turkes grand Baſhawes, 
called by the name of Mahomet Patteſhogh whois e. 
\temedasa Uicerop, and is gouerno of the City vn- 
der the great Turke. 

Thereare only two Venetian factozs,who trade foʒ 
ineſtymable wealth in merchan dize of all ſozts. Alſo 
ſome ſmall number of Armenians, which are all the 
Ch:iſtians that are there reſident. 

The Turke is a valiant and reſolute Souldier,as by 
their pꝛoctedings map appeare, both in winning the 
City ofBugdad,and another City of as great ſtrength 
as that, Towras, and belonged alſo to the Perſi- 
an, whereofthe Mabomet Patteſhogh had certaine in- 
telligence on the 1 2.day of October whileſt ws were 


there. 

Andthat the great Turke, oz (as they call him) the 
Grand Guſhell Baſhe, aſſurediv thinketh and intendeth 
in ſhozt ſpace to appꝛoach to the wals of Iſpahawne be- 
ing a great and gallant Citie an d ſtandeth farre with- 

in the kingdome of Perſia. 
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The 10. day afO-tober there tame bnto vs an Cn g 
liſh man calico lohn whice, whaſaib he was ſent fo2 a 
_ diſcouery to the Ealt Indies and was bound foz Iſpa- 

hawne to met with Iohn Midnall, who we aured him 
not to be there, but at Armooſe, 

Then did Jand loſcph Salebancke perſwade him 
to traucll to the red ſca o Cambaia, whether he tolde 
vs Du Henry Midleton was bound from England 
with a good ſhip called the Trades increaſe af the bur: 
den of 1c0o. 02 1100, tun, with another ſhip called the 
Cloue, and a Pinms called the Pepper Corne, and the 
cauſe , why we thus aduiſed hun was fo? that he, ha 
ning the Turkiſh language might accompany my 
friend loleph Salebancke to Sir Henry Middleton to 
acquaint hun with the true diſcourſe of our whole 
voyage and tranels, whereby he might beware ol and 
auoid the uke dangers that we ſuſtained and were in: 
As alſo how and where to take his beſt opo:tunity fo; 
his lading as time and occaſion ſhould ſerue. 

And vpon the 18. day loſcph Salebancke and lohn 
White tote their tourney accozdingly,toa great Citv 
called Balſara fanding vpon the Riuer ——— and 
is 18, dares wourney from Bugdad, oꝛ Babilon, ut ere 
they were to mert with a Carranant o: conuop,to con ; 
—— them to the Citie of ludaia nete vnts the Ned 


And although Ioſcph Sal:bancle was then verie 
pe, (haung been fozmerily robbed) yet was he very 
willing to take this long and dangerous tourney vp- 
on han koz the gobofhic Country. 

Ind all the god that I could dee fo: him was to 
. p2ccure huna Camell, and to lend him ſome part of 
my (:nall ſtoꝛe being in all not abouc 6.pound tciling, 
and do J icftthemto the pzotection of the almighty. 
he 2:2. day of October we toke our tourney from 
nugdad 0: Dabil on to the City of Aleppo. Ind hauing 
frausllzd co. leagues at thelcatT all thezeugh tre de⸗ 

32 farts,

Tohnet alley Muſlaw Colam.

Chis Citie is now much ruinated, and pet the Ue⸗ 
mainder thereot is as ſpacious and great, as moſt Ci 
ties that q haue ſene in all my traueis, within the Ci- 
ty is a great Baſhaw oz gouernour vnder the great 
Turke. 

Aſs without the City there tandeth a faire 4 (frong 
Caſtle vpen the ban kes dr te Rier Tygris , where is 
alſo another Baſha oz gonernoz : fo; the Caſtie and 
Suburbs of the titie. 

Thece is no trade of merchandize in this City , but 
it is oniv kept by the Turke as a Zowne of Garriſon, 
yet there are Armenian Chʒiſtians, who hauc their 
Ciucches and Friars, and doc freely vſe their Relig 
on witoout checkeo2 comptroll. 

Aus there are vet remaining , mmie ancient mos 
numents which make relation and ſhew, that it hath 
bene a City ofgreat antiquity and famous memo2y: 
and in tyis Cuy we ſtued 4. daies. 

The 14. day we went 4. leagues to a Ca He called 
Nufſebaw, and refted that night, and the nert day we 
tranel!cd 12. leagues mo2e and at night came to Nut. 
{baw, uuhere the PIophet Tonas pꝛeached to all the 
Countries roundabout; and there remancth his pic 
ture in Tone though much >cfaced by the warres pe: 
it is key t end mamtamed by the Chuſlians, whereof 
there are many diſperſed amongt the Turkes, ener 
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fnce the deruction 0; ouerthzow of Niniuic by the 
Turkes : and are now called by the name of Curgees. 

From thence we trauciled {ome 25. lcagucs in ther 
dates, and on the 18. day at night came to Hamadaine 
an ancient Zowne of the Armenians; but much ruina⸗ 
ted by the Turkes. Vere we ſatwo many antient monu- 
ments, which ſhewed that it had bina Zowne ofgreat 
antiquity and worth, and at this Towne we ſtaicd, 
one dav and a night. 

Che 20.dap we toke our tourney towards a towne 
called Goubba beuig 25.leagues and 3. dates tourney, 
and came thither the 22. day at night, where we mct 
with a Conſul of Venice, and 5.Venctians moze, trauel⸗ 
ling to Bugdad 92 Babilon , and there we ſtaieda day 
and a night.

trauell by the ſame, and to that end there Nn Chapel ö 
and Lampcs burning therem continually. » Vo, 

The twenty eight day we went ſome tenfie leagues 4 | 
to a utile Zowne called Hone, and. lay there that 
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The 29. day, we trauclled to Tripolis, being tenne 
leagues from thence, where we found the god ſhip, 
the Great Exchange of London, whereof Maſter ko- 
bett Bradſhawe of Ratliſte was both Captaine and 
Malter; who not aboue ten daics be ſoꝛe, was in great 
danger of ſhip wake b:calking their Cables end An⸗ 
coꝛs, ſo that the ſhip dꝛoue and was in grrat diſtreſſe: 
So that they were kame to cut the maine Saſt euer 
boꝛd, being within twice the Chips length of the rocks, 
vet by Gods god pꝛouidence, ene Cable and Anco: 
held, and ſo both ſhip and men were ſaucd, all the men 
h:uing tripped themſclucs to ſaue their hucs by 
ſw:nunng,92 etherwiſe, as it would plcaſc God to al 
ſiſt and permit them. 

In this ſtoꝛme there was agreat Venctian ſhippe of 
1100. tun caſt away, pct the ſhip was ſo (ct amongſt 
the Nocks, that all her men were ſaucd by the great 
and mercifull pzomdence of almightp Cod. 

Alſo there were Frenchmen in the Yarbo? , that 
cut their Paſts ouerboꝛd and were in great danger, 
pet alltſcaped thankes be-gtuen to God, 

Alſo afterwards by great god foztune the Exchar - 
ges Paſt was found bo the company between two 
Nocks, and was get en ſhoꝛe, and hauing an excellent 
god Carpenter, he did wozkemanlike and ſtrongly 
ſcarſe the ſame with aperce of an other Baſt, which 
the Haſter got from aboard a Flemming, that it 
bought her well home into England, God be pꝛaiſed. 
At our commune to Tripolic we went to the Englſh 
houſe, where wer found one Paſter Lucas tte Vice 
Conſul of Aleppo, and his man, be being facto: fo: 
the Lading of the Exchange, where wer ſtaved two 
dates, and were by him very kindly vſed, and here 
we ended our long and tedious Land traucls. 

The firſt day of Januarv being Newperes day, we 
toke cur leaue of Maſter Lucas and went aboard, my 
ſcife and Richard Martin, where Captaine Bradſhae

weake, with long and cxtreame trauell, he allowed 
me a god Cabin, and cauſed the Þurgeon to doe mee 
what god he could. 

Tripo!y is a Towne of no great traffique, but only 
a place whither ſhips doe come to take in ſuch trading 
as is bzought from other places, and chieflp from A+ 


leppo. 

te cauſe I thinke) is by reaſon of the dangerous 
harbour there. Foz if there come Caſterip windes 
that ouerblow, there is no ſafe riding fo; ſhips in that 
harbour. Foz that no reaſonable ground takle will 
bold them. 

Lhe third day of January, we ſet ſailefoz England, 
and the one and twentieth day following we came to 
the Jland of Zante, where they tooke in the months 
victuals, which they left there, when they were out- 
ward bound. 

Alſo they toke in Oiles and Currants, being all 
the Commodities, which the Jland affozdes. Foz of 
it ſcife it is ſo po and barren, that it yeldeth not 
victuals to maintaine it ſelfe, but is foz the moſt part 
matatained from the Paine. 

The foure and twentieth day we ſet aile againe, 
and about the fonte and twentieth day of Febꝛuary 
the winde to ke vs Qozt, and our Paſter thinking it 
not good to beat the ſhip at Sea with a contrarp 
winde, put into harbour at Malta, where is agal- 
lant harbonr, and many gallies and pzetty fine ſhip- 
ping belonging to the (ame, which goo out vpon ſer⸗ 
200, uice againſt the Turke. 

Malta is a godly City of an inuincible frength, 
with gallant wals being built vpon a maine Rocke. 
And vpon the wals of the olde and new towne, are 
peeces ot excellent god bʒaſſe Pzdinance. 

And in this City the ancient ozdcr of the 9 
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| Malta, haue their continuall reſidence,who are gallant 
| ſonldiers, t haue faire houſes,not much vnlike to our 
Annes of Court, they are all Chaiſtians, and ſo are all 
the inhabitants, v1z. | 
Armenians, Spaniards, Italians, Dut chmen, and beris 
many Frenchmen, the Grand Paſter of the whole oꝛdet 
being a Frenchman, but I could not heate of any Eng- 
liſh amongſt them, yet doc they all, ſhew themſcluces 
| very kind, and curtcous to Engliſhmen, 
All the knights doe weare white and blacke croſſes 
| on the thoulders of their cloakes : And any gentleman 
that commeth thither doth put in a Cocke of a 1co. 
pound 02 thereabouts,fo2 his1namntainance,but is not 
” allowedfoza knight,vatil by ſeruice againſt the Turke 
oz elſe where he ſhall deſeruc the ſame, and here we 
ſtated q. daics. 
Lhe ic. day of March, we (ct ſaile againe, and about 
t e ꝛʒ. day we came to a watch houſe where was 2. pe⸗ 
ces of Ozdinance , and came to an ancoz, but becauſe 
we came not pzeſently athoze with our boat, they ſhot 
at vs, whercupon our Captaine ſent our boat on ſhoze 
with our Boatſwaine,who was very kindly vſcd,when 
they knew what we were, and the Captauie of the 
watch houſe came aboazd our ſhip,rgaue our captaine 
| aliue hog fo: a pzeſent,which he accepted verp thank · 
4 ſully, and requited hun with other things of 3. times 
| He value. 
And ſo (as we thought) he reſted very well conten- 
ted. | 
Zhen our purſer and my ſelfe with a knight of Mal. 
ta, heing a paſſenger foz France, were by our Boat- 
fwame and bis gang ſet on ſhoze, together with the 
Captaine of the watch houſe, we thinking to goe to 
the Zowne of Callar, to buy ſuch pꝛouiſion as we wan - 
ted: But the Captain toke our Purſer and the knight 
of Malta pnſoncrs, and kept them there: So that our 
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ed ancoz and bzought the hippe vp to Callar, an- Calari a 
went hunſclfe, and made complaint to the Grand porte 
Seniors, who pꝛeſentiy granted a diſcharge fo: them Towne in 
both, and withall pꝛomiſed that the Captame ſhould be Sardinia. 
puniſhed ſoꝛ ſo abuſing of his place, and ſo after foure 
dates umpꝛilonment the Parſer and knight were both 
ſet atliberty and came abo2de. ;

It ctandeth in the Jland of Sardinia, which is a great 
and fruitfull Jland of cone and fruit, where we lay 
ſome ſire daies,and 5.02 6.daies moꝛt of and on, about 
the Jland : In which tune we diſcribed two (mall 
men of warrc, which we unagined to be ſome of Cap- 
tame Wards crew, who at the firſt chaſed vs, and then 
we had them in chaſe, but whe they perteiued we were 
not foz their turne , they made away, as faſt as they 
could, and ſo we left them. | 
Chen it plcaſedGod to ſend vs a wind, that bzought 
bs thozow the Leuante , and put vs out to the mouth 
of the Straits of Gebraltar, fream whence we alſo The Strait 
had a faire winde that carried vs to the height of the of Gibral. 
Burlans , whichis off the Rocke going to Liſbone in ,,- 
Portugale, where the winde toke vs ſho:t:So that our 4 
Captaine thought it beſt to put into Caſt Cales, fo; Berelcn- 
beating the ſhip in the ſea, which he did fo2 3.02 4 dates, 8 
vntul it pleaſed God to ſend vs a faire winde, and (0 
putting to ſexagame we arrived (afeinEngland at the Douct. 
own and po:t of Dover in Kent, about the latter end 
of April, 1611. ; 1611, 
Fo! which Jgaue Cod thankes and ſetting my fot 
on Cnglith ground, X thought all my nuſcries to be at | 
enend, 
Foz to me, all the Nations and kingdomes, that in 
this my tfraucls I paſſed by and ſaw , both by ſea and 
land, ſemed nothing comparable toit. 
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But that in reſpect of them all, it mav be called ths 
onclv Paradizc and bleled Countrey of the world. 

And ſo deſiring God of his mercp to bleſſe cucry 
good man from fo great miſcries as wee indured by 
the follies and ouerſight of alewd and indifcreet Pa- 
ter, being both vnfit and vnwozthy to bee umploted 
in ſo great affaires. and foz ſo woꝛſhipfull and wozthy 
men as were Palters, Owners, and Aduenturcrs 
therein. 

Foz, Phillip de Groue our Paſter being a Flem- 
ming, and an Arch-villaine, who was not oncly accu- 
ſcd, but u was (by the boy with whom he committed 
the fact) confeſſed to my ſelfs, that he was a deteſta⸗ 
ble buggerer : So that had not Gods mercy beene the 
greater, it was a wonder that in regard thereof, and 
of others being offenders in the like, that our ſhip had 
not ſunck in the Ocean. 

Laſlly, pꝛaping to the Almighty, faz the long and 
pꝛoſperous raigne ofour moſt Gzactous Soueraigne, 
Bmngl AMES, with the health and pꝛoſperitp of the 
Quernes moſt Excellent Paieſtp, and all their Rotall 
Iſſue, As alſo fo; the Lo2ds of of his moſt Bonoura- 
ble Pzime Councell, and foz all the Bonourable, 
Wozſhipfull, and others, the Paſters, Owners and 
Aduenturers, of the Company of the Caſt Indian 
Perchants, their Factozs, Freinds, aud TWelwit- 

lers. Jceaſe, and humbly commit my ſelfe and 

this ſmall Rclation of mp Traucls, to 
their kinde and fanourable 
Cenſures.
